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Federal courts deny torced programs 
Mayors to support low-income housini 


A suburban mayors' coalition will back 


voluntary low and 
moderate-Income 


housing despite a federal court ruling 
that eliminated a threat of forced public 
housing In the suburbs. 


The mayors will reveal details of the 


suburban housing plan on Oct. 1. 


A federal court judge's refusal Tues- 


day to order the Chicago Housing Au- 
thority (CHA) to build low income hom- 
ing In the suburbs will have little effect 
on the plan, according to Jack Pahl who 
formed the coalition two years ago. 


"Another suit can always be filed," 


Pahl noted, pointing to similar suits In 
other areas of the country. 


THE 12 MAYORS first got together to 


draft the voluntary plan as an alterna- 
tive to court-ordered distribution of low- 
Income housing In suburban areas. 


The major threat came from a suit 


filed by the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) against the CHA and the 
federal department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD). The ACLU had 
proposed a ruling in the suit which would 
have forced suburbs to either build low- 
income housing units In their commu- 
nities equal to 2 per cent of the number 
of existing apartments and single family 
houses or to allow the Chicago Housing 
Authority to build low-income units equal 
to 4 per cent of the number of existing 
dwelling units in the suburb. 


U. S. District Court Judge Richard 


Austin Monday refused to Issue the 
ACLU's proposed ruling. Austin said the 
proposal went "far beyond the issues" of 
the original suit, which involved only the 
City of Chicago. 


The judge said allowing the CHA to 


build public housing in the suburbs would 
"let the principal offender, the CHA, 
avoid the politically distasteful task be- 
fore it by passing off Its problems onto 
the suburbs." 


THE MAYORS' voluntary plan is being 


drafted under the auspices of the Hous- 
ing Coalition of the Leadership Council 
for Metropolitan Open Communities and 
the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission (NIPC). Pahl is an NIPC com- 
missloner and former president of Elk 
Grove Village. 


The two 
organizations collected 


$155,000 in federal and state funds and in 
private foundation funds for the prepara- 
tion of the plan which Pahl said will be 
revealed to the public at an Oct. 1 press 
conference. 


One of the mayors on the coalition is 


Mount Prospect Village Pres. Robert 
Tcichert. 


Teichert said yesterday he thinks Aus- 


tin's ruling will have little effect on the 
plan. "It doesn't change the main con- 
cept of the group. Whether you are talk- 
ing defensively or morals, what we real- 
ly were concerned about is the status of 
housing in our communities." 


TEICHERT SAID the ACLU suit was 


"only one facet" of the housing problems 
which led to the mayors coalition form- 
ing two years ago. He said the plan to be 
released Oct. 1 will in no way commit 
local communities or even the mayors 
who participated in drafting it. 


Judge Austin's Monday ruling might 


even result in a demand for more moder- 


ate income housing in the suburban area, 
the executive director of the Metropoli- 
tan Housing Development Corp. (MHDC) 
said yesterday. 


The MHDC, a non-profit corporation, 1s 


suing the Village of Arlington Heights to 
get zoning for a moderate income town- 
house project east of St. Viator High 
School. Executive Director Sal Ferrara 
said Austin's ruling will have no effect 
on the MHDC's proposed Lincoln Green 
in Arlington Heights. 


Ferrara said, hi fact, the ruling will 


have no effect whatsoever on moderate 
income housing or other forms of subsi- 
dized housing because those housing 
projects don't require special approval 
by the local governmental unit as is re- 
quired for taw-Income housing projects. 


Busing sought 
for students 
from apartments 


A group of parents of children attend- 


ing Stevenson School In Wheeling Is ask- 
ing the district to bus students living in 
several nearby apartment complexes. 


A petition reportedly signed by nearly 


200 parents was submitted last week to 
Dlst. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill. GUI was not 
available for comment yesterday and it 
Is not known who organized the petition- 
ing effort. 


According to Bob Gerry, principal of 


Stevenson, most of the parents involved 
arc residents of the Willow River, Willow 
Park Estates, Lochlomen and Orchard 
Park apartment complexes. The com- 
plexes are in the area of Milwaukee Ave- 
nuo and Old Willow Road, about a mile 
from the school. 


The parents are upset, Gerry said, be- 


cause .they feel the fact that there arc no 
cement sidewalks most of the way to the 
school makes It unsafe for the children to 
walk. They also feel, Gerry said, that the 
distance Is too great. 


' THE SCHOOL DISTRICT policy states 
that buses will be provided only for those 
children who Uvo more than a mile and a 
half away from the building they attend. 
All of the children In the four apartment 
complexes, Gerry sold, live within a mile 
of the school. 


Gerry feels tho main problem stems 


from tho fact that the Lochlomen and 
Willow River Estates complexes do not 
have ulterior walkways, which forces tho 
children to walk In the parking lots. Ger- 
ry said he met with the owners of tho 
other complexes to try to persuade them 
to Install walkways, but he had no suc- 
cess.

Group formed to fight development 


Prospect Heights residents have 


formed an Environmental Action Force 
to oppose .high-rise, high-density devel- 
opments hi the area. 


The Prospect Heights Improvement 


Association (PHIA) board of managers 
authorized formation of the committee 
Tuesday to investigate possible legal ac- 
tion against developments that would 
"have a strongly adverse Impact" on the 
community. 


The PHIA stipulated the committee 


was a pilot program subject to review in 
six months. Although the homeowner's 
association contributed $150 to the force, 
board members said the program will 
have to be funded by supporters. 


The committee is authorized to estab- 


lish environmental objectives and to or- 
ganize fund-raising campaigns to finance 
Its goals. 


THE COMMITTEE was formed in re- 


sponse to planned apartment complexes 
in the Prospect Heights area including 
Swan Lake Apartments in Wheeling and 
Rob Roy Golf Course, north of Euclid 
Ave. 


Residents were concerned that the 


high-density projects would create flood- 
ing and traffic problems. The home- 
owners ore also worried that an influx of 
apartment dwellers will overload local 


public facilities. 


According to PHIA attorneys, the 


homeowners' group can file suits against 
developers for projects that Ignore the 
health, safety and welfare of area resi- 
dents. 


The attorneys cite the National Envi- 


ronmental Policy Act and other environ- 
ment-oriented legislation as a basis for 
legal action. 


Village manager urges $2 
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A request to raise the vehicle sticker 


price in Wheeling by $2 has been made to 
the village. board from Village Mgr. 
George Passolt and Clerk Evelyn Dlens. 
The stickers would Increase from $8 to 
$10. 


Passolt said that since the village has 


grown and the cost of road repairs has 
increased significantly he feels it neces- 
sary to request the change. Vehicle 
sticker fees have not increased in Wheel- 
ing for 12 years. 


The request also asks that stickers for 


trucks be raised. The price increases 
would be as follows: 


• 8,000 pounds or less, up $2. 
• 8,001 to 12,000 pounds, op $4. 
• 12,001 to 24,000 pounds, op |13. 


• 24,001 pounds or more, up $15. 
In addition the board has been asked to 


consider that the deadline date for buy- 
ing truck stickers be made to coincide 
with the state license date of July 1. 


The two village officials also are ask- 


ing for amendment to the village ordi- 
nance that reads "village stickers must 
be purchased and displayed." The vil- 
lage apparently has had difficulty with 
residents buying the stickers but not dis- 
playing them. 


The board and village attorney are 


studying the report and hope to decide 
by next Monday what residents will pay. 
Residents will be mailed their appli- 
cation forms when a decision has been 
reached. 


Veto power 


House fails to override 


paramedic bill denial 


Despite last-minute lobbying, the U.S. House Wednesday 


failed by five votes to override President Nixon's veto of the 
Emergency Medical Services bill 


The $185 million bill — approved by the U.S. Senate but 


called inflationary by Nixon — Included funds to develop local 
paramedic programs. 


Both U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-12, and U.S. Rep. Sam 


Young, R-10, followed Republican leaders and supported the 
presidential veto. 


THE VETO WILL not affect current Northwest suburban 


paramedic programs because "our system is financed with 
local money," said Mrs. Jan Schwettman of Inverness, an 
organizer of the medical projects. Bingo games, tax levies 
and civil defense fund-raising have financed the programs 
locally. 


"This will set the cause of emergency medicine back many 


years," she said. "It means we will not get grant money for 
research and expansion." 
\ 


"The only sure way is to do things by the grassroots," she 


said. "You can't count on federal funding. It bothers me to 
see people playing political football with peoples' lives." 


TEN ILLINOIS Republicans voted against a veto override. 


Ten state Democrats voted in favor of the bill. 


The House vote was 273 to 143. The Senate voted 77-to-l6 on 


Aug. 1 to support the three-year bill that included funds for 
improved ambulance services, emergency room equipment 
and training of paramedics. 


"Until we are sure It Is possible to sustain the best possible 


programs and to weed out the weak ones, it is unwise to cre- 
ate a new one," Crane said. Congress Is faced with a $21.68 
billion bill for financing 12 existing health programs and five 
other test projects. 


A spokesman for Crane said that the veto was a method of 


stopping the growth of federal government programs that 
should be local. Crane received between 35 and 40 letters with 
a 2-to-l margin opposing the President's veto. 


MRS. SCHWETTMAN met Tuesday night with a con- 


venttonirig group of Florida and Alabama physicians who had 
returned from Washington to lobby for the bill. United Press 
International reported "intensive" last-minute lobbying from 
the administration to support the veto and from outside or- 
ganizations, such as the League of Cities and the Conference 
of Mayors, to override. 
No iunds for Harper gym; 


athletic cutbacks seen 


Harper College will not get a new fleldhouse through a spe- 
cial legislative appropriation. 


Gov. Daniel Walker this week vetoed Senate Bill 1199, the 


bill which provided $1.65 million for Harper to replace the 
fieldhouse which was destroyed by fire last spring. The bill 
had been sponsored in the Illinois General Assembly by Rep. 
Eugenia Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights, and State Sen. David 
Regner, R-Mount Prospect. • 


In his veto message, Walker said that approving the special 


appropriation "would undercut the priority system of the' 
state Board of Higher Education." He also recommended that 
the board of higher education and the Illinois Junior College 
Board consider the Harper request for a new fleldhouse for 
the 1975 building budget. 


The Harper fleldhouse, a converted horse barn, was de- 


stroyed by fire in June. College officials have since been 
working on providing interim facilities for the physical educa- 
tion programs displaced by the fire. 


HARPER PRES. Robert Labti said he was disappointed by 


the governor's action and was particularly upset that college 
officials received no formal notice of the action. "We have 
found out that the staff of the board of higher education and 
the junior college board knew about this for several days, but 
no one called us. The governor and legislature have been 
very straightforward, but the staff of the two boards have 
been almost devious in dealing with the college." 


Labti also said he would give the Harper board of trustees 


a report tonight on the interim facilities and on how great a 
reduction in the physical education program has occurred 
because of the fire. The reduction, he said, "will be consid- 
erable."

Illinois was once a pastoral paradise for migratory gatherers, hunters

Where the highways are now, masto- 


dons onco walked. Deer, elk and caribou 
roamed the land. Whales swam In the 
Great Lakes. 


This was how the Northwest suburbs 


looked 8,000 years ago. A land without 
highways, train stations and Jewel 
stores. A land covered by pine forests 
that would keep It covered for thousands 
of years. 


It was a time that no one ever thinks 


of: few men realize It existed. When 
most people think of the past, they think 
of John Smith and the Pilgrims, maybe 
Home and Julius Ccasar. When they 
think of prehistoric times, they envision 
dinosaurs loping through marshes and 
cave men swinging heavy clubs — a no- 
tion nurtured by television and the mov- 
ies. 


They don't know about those thousands 


of years after the dinosaurs had van- 
ished and the Ice Age was coming to an 
end. A time between 8000 and 6000 B.C. 
when as the glacier moved out of north- 
ern Illinois and southern Wisconsin, two 
prehistoric Indian tribes moved in. The 
Pateo-Indlans and the Archaic-Indians, 
the hunters and the gatherers. 


DURING THE PAST century, arch- 


eologlsts have been digging up the evi- 
dence to prove their existence. They've 
turned up artifacts In southern Wisconsin 
and southern Illinois and now high school 
students have unearthed evidence right 
In suburbla's backyard. 


It started a year ago last spring when 


on Elk Grove High School student dis- 
covered the butt end of a spear point, 
possibly more than 10,000 years old, in a 
field near III. Rio. 83 and Devon Avenue 
in Elk Grove Village. Ronald Benes, his- 
tory teacher at the high school, exam- 
ined the find and Is convinced the point 
Is a Clovls point, one made by the Palco- 
Indians. 


Because the site Is part of property for 


a 287-acro housing project, developers 
would not give Bcnes and his students 
permission to dig. So this spring (ho 
teacher and his students started looking 
elsewhere and found four other sites in 
the area, In Addlson and Elk Grove 
Townships. 


Here they've continued to find proof of 


the area's prehlstorlcal past, some 8,000 
to 3.000 years ago. The proof comes In 
the form of stones that have been pre- 
served unwittingly by nature, most likely 
by luck. Hldcscropers, dart points, nut- 
ting stones and hammorstones — bits 
and pieces of a pro-bow and arrow cul- 
ture, remnants of what may well have 
been Illinois' first settlers. The precious 
heirlooms have been burled under farm- 
land topsoll for mlllcnla as If something 
or somebody wanted to make sure the

tools would be protected for future gener- 
ations. 


SOME OF THE STONES look like ones 


you skipped across the lake when you 
were a kid. Small, flat, smooth. But to 
some men, to the archaeologists and 
their followers, finding those stones can. 
equal the thrill of finding a pot of gold at 
the end of a rainbow. 


Many of the local discoveries are no 


bigger than a fingernail, tiny chips the 
archaeologists call barbs. The stones 
were shaped to a point by the Archaic- 
Indians and apparently attached to spear 
shafts for killing animals. 


Other of the finds are bigger. Bones 


and his students have uncovered hi- 
dcscrapcrs designed to separate hide and 
flesh, spokcshaves used to remove the 
bark off tree branches when making 
spear shafts, hammcrstonos shaped to fit 
the palm for pounding, and an adze most 
liked used to hollow out logs for dugout 
canoes. 
' Two nutting stones arc also in the col- 
lection. The stones, nearly rock-size, are 
marked by a round hole about an Inch in 
diameter. Apparently the rocks were 
used to hold nuts while the Indians broke 
them with a hammerstone. 


The artifacts have been found on the 


surface of the land, resting In yellow 
clay exposed by the farmer's plow and 
heavy winds. Once the soybeans are har- 
vested and the weather is right, Bcncs 
and his students will start digging deep- 
er, hoping to find out more about a life 
that has been hidden under ground for so 
many years. 
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good existence, the archeologlsts say. 


"It's a mistake to think of Indians In 


these times as primitive or unsophisti- 
cated," said Robert Salzer, archaeology 
professor at Belolt College in Wisconsin. 
"They had very sophisticated economic 
patterns." 


According to Salzer, the two groups 


moved as the food moved. The Palco- 
Indians were big game hunters, killing 
mastodons, mammouths and giant bison. 
They lived in small groups at temporary 
campsites, following their prey. Their 
hunting tools were sophisticated and took 
considerable man-hours to produce. 


The Archaic-Indians were more Inter- 


ested In plant life and small forest ani- 
mals such as turkey and deer. They lived 
In the lush environment of the Midwest, 
settling by water and sometimes in nut- 
producing forests often moving with the 
seasons. 


Archaeologists say Indians of 8,000 


years ago looked little different from the 
American Indian found by Columbus. 
They varied in size from five to seven 
feet tall, could die as babies or live to be 
70 years old. Salzer believes that pro- 
creation was probably limited because 
the Indians found it easier to survive in 
small families. 


ALTHOUGH THERE IS way to prove 


it, the Indians did speak some kind of 
language according to the archaeologists. 
"It's safe to assume they did because of 
the technological traditions that were 
passed down through the generations," 
said Salzer. 


It apparently was also a peaceful life. 


"It is difficult .to generalize from such 
few sites If the Paleo-Indlans and the 
Archaic-Indians ever had contact with 
each other," Salzer said. "They probably 
did but existed independently of each 
other. There is no evidence of conflict 
and there probably was none be- 
cause they exploited different animals." 


The Paleo-Indlans existed as early as 


12,000 years ago, from the Rocky Moun- 
tains to Nova Scotia. But they dis- 
appeared as the big game disappeared 
around 4000 B.C. Apparently their hunt- 
Ing techniques had become so effective 
that their game was becoming extinct. 
The survivors probably shifted to the li- 
festyle of their Archaic contemporaries. 


The early Archalcs had a lower level 


of technological skill and spent less time 
on making hunting tools. They did, how- 
ever, make tools for processing food. 
They worked only about three to four 
hours a day; the rest was leisure time. 
There were no organized religious or po- 
litical Institutions to fill the gap. 


LATER, AROUND 3000 B.C., the Arch- 


aic-Indians found a use for their free 
time: production of art objects end stat- 
us symbols. Marine shells, copper, red 
ochre and other exotic raw materials 
were brought from distant places, prob- 
ably by trade via the dugout canoe and 
the river systems. Another innovation 
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during this period was the domestication 
of some animals such as dogs as well as 
plants. 


Like teachers and students in Elk 


Grove Village, Salzer has faced devel- 
opers who will not trade condominium or 
apartment buildings for a look into the 
past. Currently he is trying to convince 
developers to set aside part of their land 
as a park or recreation area if signifi- 
cant artifacts have been found there. He 
believes there are many more pre- 
hlstorlcal sites In Illinois and Wisconsin, 
some maybe buried under Lake Mich- 
igan which was once only a pond. And 
like the Elk Grove Village archeologlsts, 
he will keep searching. 


"I would hope there is something to 


learn from what we find," Salzer said. 
"Learn how ancient peoples interacted 
with their environment and if they had 
something successful that could be useful 
now. We look for some of their solutions 
with the question, "Might they be useful 
today?"

The bill would make the 
death penalty mandatory for killing on-duty police or fire- 
men, on-duty prison guard, multllple murders, murder while 
hijacking, by hired killer, or murder in course of rape, rob- 
bery, kidnaping, arson or taking indecent liberties with a 
child.

Fifteen Inmates at tho Pontiac State Prison scuffled with 


guards Wednesday but returned voluntarily to their cells af- 
ter an hour-long discussion session. There were no serious 
Injuries. Prison Superintendent James C. Fike, said the in- 
cident started In a ccllhouse when three prisoners confronted 
n guard and took a key.

Chile's new military government sent 


Jet fighter-bombers, tanks and heavy 
guns against diehard supporters of Presi- 
dent Salvador Allende Wednesday night 
after warning them to surrender or be 
"shot on the spot." 


The junta later announced it had 


crushed the last major resistance. The 
communique came hours after the mili- 
tary told the nation it buried Allende on 
Wednesday after he committed suicide 
as troops closed in on the presidential 
palace at the height of the coup Tuesday. 


Unofficial estimates were that between 


500 and 1,000 persons may have died in 
the three-hour air and ground attack 
which overthrew Allende's Marxist gov- 
ernment. 


IN BUENOS AIRES, former Argentine 


President Juan D. Peron blamed the 
coup on the United States. "I can't prove 
it, but I firmly believe it," said Peron. 


However, the State Department said 


Wednesday the U.S. played no part in the 
coup in Chile, declaring that neither the 
Central Intelligence Agency nor any oth- 
er element of U.S. government were in- 
volved In the matter. The department did 
express hope for return of democratic 
government In Chile to replace the mili- 
tary junta. 


Despite the State Department dis- 


claimer, Rep. Joe Moakley, D-Mass., 
Wednesday proposed creation of a spe- 
cial House committee to investigate 
whether there was U.S. Involvement in 
the overthrow. 


EARLY WEDNESDAY, troops and fac- 


tory workers fought an intense battle in 
an industrial suburb of the capital and 
later there was still sniping downtown. 


The same military broadcast that offi- 


cially announced Allende's death also 
warned snipers to give up by 3 p.m. or 
they would be hunted down and exe- 
cuted. Citizens have been told to turn in 
weapons of any type or face the con-

The military announcement said that 


Allende had been found dead in the Mo- 
neda presidential palace and was then 
taken to a military hospital where an au- 
topsy by a team of army and navy doc- 
tors confirmed he had committed sui- 
cide. 


The military said unidentified "mem- 


bers of the family" were present at the 
funeral. When an ambulance was sent to 


the bombed-out palace to get the body of 
Allende, it was shot at by snipers in the 
ministry of public works, the military 
said. 


MOST OF THE officials of the Allende 


government and the leftist parties that 
made up the Unior Popular coalition 
were under arrest. 


Twenty foreigners — Argentines, Bra- 


zilians, Bolivians, Ecuadorians, Urugua- 
yans, Spaniards and Poles — suspected 
of close ties with the Allende government 


also were ordered to report to police. 


The junta controlled all commu- 


nications and the news media. It closed 
Congress and broke relations with Cuba. 
A Cuban ship was attacked by bombers 
in Valparaiso harbor. 


Allende had been In office 34 turbulent 


months when the revolt came in the 
midst of a crippling transportation and 
white-collar strike. Allende, 65, was 
elected in 1970 with 36 per cent of the 
vote in a three-man race. 


Watergate hearings resume Sept. 24 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Senate 


Watergate committee, faced with grow- 
ing public weariness over its inquiry, 
agreed Wednesday to resume hearings 
Sept. 24 and aim for a speedy wrapup of 
testimony within six weeks. 


The three television networks said they 


had not decided on final plans for broad- 
cast coverage, although spokesmen for 
ABC and CBS favored the same dally ro- 
tation among the three that marked cov- 
erage of much of the committee's first 11 
weeks of hearings that ended Aug. 7. 


The non-commercial Public Broad- 


casting Service said it planned to contin- 
ue gavel-to-gavel coverage for later 
broadcast to its member stations. 


Sen. Sam J. Ervln, D-N.C., the com- 


mittee chairman, told reporters after the 
panel's 90-minute closed meeting the 
next phase of public hearings would be 
accelerated by eliminating insignificant 
witnesses, but he shrugged off criticism 
that the hearings already had run too 
long.

Nixon weighing tax hike 
to hit inflation-Burns 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Federal Re- 


serve Chairman Arthur M. Burns told 
Congress Wednesday President Nixon is 
considering proposing a tax Increase to 
combat inflation. 


Burns told the House Banking and Cur- 


rency Committee that during a private 
meeting Tuesday, Nixon "showed consid- 
erable Interest" when Burns advocated 
raising taxes "to siphon off excess pur- 
chasing power" and cool off an over- 
heated economy. 


Later he told reporters that Nixon did 


not commit himself to submitting a tax 
bill,to Congress. But he said be "would 
not be surprised" if Nixon did so. 


Burns mentioned two types of tax in- 


creases, both of which he has cham- 
pioned for months as anti-inflation de- 
vices: 


—A temporary Increase in individuals' 


Income tax rates which would be re- 
funded, with Interest, when inflation ta- 


pers off and the economy again needs 
stimulation. This would amount to a com- 
pulsory savings program for taxpayers. 


—A plan to permit the President to 


vary the rate of the investment tax cred- 
it between 3 and 15 per cent, depending 
upon whether the economy needs cooling 
off or stimulation. The investment tax 
credit is a major spur to economic ex-. 
pansion. 


Burns complained that too much of the 


burden hi the battle against inflation had 
been placed on the Federal Reserve 
Board's control of the money supply and 
not enough assumed by taxing and 
spending policies. 


As a result, he said, interest rates will 


remain high and mortgage money tight 
in the months ahead. 


"In all candor," he said, "I must ac- 


knowledge that I see no easy way out of 
our current dilemma" in the shortage of 
mortgage money.

Ex-Nixon aide Cohort 
may face indictment 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The lawyer 


for former White House Special Council 
Charles W. Colson has informed the Sen- 
ate Watergate Committee that Colson 
may be indicted by the Los Angeles 
County grand jury In connection with the 
break-in at the office of Pentagon Papers 
defendant Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist. 


According to several sources, this was 


the principal reason the committee de- 
cided earlier Wednesday not to resume 
its hearings until Sept. 24, one week later 
than intended. 


The county grand jury last week in- 


dicted former White House aides David 
Young and G. Gordon Liddy as well as 
former domestic affairs adviser. John D. 
Ehrlichman and former Transportation 
Undersecretary EgU "Bud" Krogh Jr. 


than expected. Sen. Howard Baker, 
R-Tenn., the vice chairman, said the de- 
lay was needed because of "a lot of trav- 
eling" involved in laying investigative 
groundwork for the campaign financing 
and "dirty tricks" phase. 


The witness list for the remainder of the 


hearings, which the committee hopes to 
end by Nov. 1, will be released next 
Tuesday. 


Although- Baker and other senators 


who returned last week from a month- 
long recess have . reported .their > con- 
stituents were getting tired of the hear- 
ings, Baker said Wednesday there was 
no White House pressure — "absolutely 
none" — to finish them quickly. 


Ervin made clear he wasn't satisfied 


with the President's statements on Wa- 
tergate in a nationwide speech and two 
televised news conferences since the first 
phase of the hearings ended. 


"I'm going to base any finding I make 


on sworn testimony taken before the 
committee," Ervin said. He added that 
Nixon's news conferences "weren't di- 
rected to the committee." 


Lower beef prices seen by year's end

Agricultural leaders said Wednesday 


that there may be slight reductions'in 
the price of beef by the end of the year. 
A number of New York supermarkets 
started the trend by cutting prices up to 
15 per cent. 


Pathmark supermarkets said that 


round roasts and steaks were 15 per cent 
lower than during the price 'freeze. 
Daltch Shopwell said a number of beef 
Items would be 10 per cent less during a 
week-long sale and other meat dealtrs in 
the nation's largest city followed suit. 


"If market conditions continue as they 


are, the sales prices can be maintained 
beyond the week," a Daitch Shopwell 
sales manager said. 


The celling on beef prices was lifted 


during the weekend and many expected 
prices to rise rapidly as happened when 
the freeze on other food products was 
lifted. 


But the supply of beef was greater 


than expected since many producers had 
kept the meat off the market during the 
freeze. Because there was good supply 
when the freeze ended, prices have not 
changed much. 


Agriculture Department 
economists 


said in Washington there may be some 
slight reductions in beef prices by late 
this year. 


Their report said there are .enough 


cattle ready for finish-feeding to allow a 
"significant increase" in production next 
year. The report said the increase would 
be possible "provided feed prices settle 
down to levels that cattle feeders can 


live with, and the cattle price outlook re- 
mains favorable." 


For the October-December period this 


year, the report said increased cattle 
marketings and seasonally • larger pork 
supplies probably will hold live cattle 
prices well below the recent "exceptional 
level" of $56.50 per hundredweight for 
choice grade steers in Omaha. 


H. W. Harrington, executive com- 


mltteeman of the American National 
Cattlemen's Association, said in Chicago 
beef prices would probably drop in the 
next 30 days but, because of the "chaot- 
ic, confused conditions" resulting from 
the freeze, prices will begin a slow rise 
by January. He said the prices could be 5 
per cent higher by next summer. 


Urge offshore gas, oil 
drilling to meet energy crisis 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Adminis- 


tration and petroleum industry spokes- 
men, disagreeing sharply with environ- 
mentalists, Wednesday urged tapping of 
oil and gas off the Atlantic and Alaskan 
coasts to help meet the energy shortage. 


Kenneth Lay, deputy interior under- 


secretary for energy, told the Council for 
Environmental 
Quality that 
supplies 


along those offshore shelves could equal 
the rest of the nation's known reserves. 


But Louis S. Clapper of the National 


Wildlife Federation, saying the federal 
record of inspection and enforcement of 
offshore drilling safeguards "has not 
been good," urged that the search for 
petroleum not "overshadow and pre- 
empt all other considerations, especially 
those relating to the environment." • 


Lay pledged that the'government win 


not.aOow drill leasing in the,two areas 
untfl it is assured this will be done in 


orderly fashion with a minimum of envi- 
ronmental damage and a maximum of 
energy benefits. 


As the council held its hearings, Sen. 


Abraham A. Rlbicoff, D-Conn., said In a 
prepared Senate speech that home heat- 
big oil is as plentiful this year as last, 
but may not reach the consumer unless 
big producers are forced to supply hide- 
pendent distributors. 


Meantime, about 600 of the indepen- 


dent fuel dealers, from New England, 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey, con- 
verged on Capitol Hill to demand imme- 
diate government action to remedy their 
shortages. A spokesman for the group, 
Robert DeBIols, said: "If these retailers 
are not guaranteed the, full quantity of 
fuel oil needed to serve their customers, 
' many of these customers will simply go 
cold."

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Caution meets new state aid formula 


Several times in the last few months, I 


have talked about the new state school 
aid formula — the goodie called the re- 
source equalizer — in this space. 


The formula, which was passed by the 


Illinois General Assembly this spring, 
was designed to increase the amount of 
state money local schools get. Most 
school officials agree the new formula Is 
a good thing, but haven't been sure how 
It would exactly work in practice. 


Now the figuring is getting started - 


and the wealthiest school district In the 
area, High School Dlst. 214, is making 
plans based on the new formula. 


It is instructive to listen to school offi- 


cials as they make plans for the new for- 
mula because it points out how cautious 
they are in the face of promises for more 
money, 


For one thing, Dlst. 214 is going to levy 


a five cent tax for the working cash fund, 
In addition to the tax levies for normal 
operations. The working cash 
fund, 


which the district has been building up 
over the last few years, provides cash on 
hand In the event the district runs short 
either because taxes are slow in coming 
In or because the state Is slow In paying 
money due. The district has to pay back 
the fund if It uses any of the money. 


LEVYING FOR the working cash fund 


this year means that, once the tax mon-

cy is collected in the spring of 1974, 
the district will have $2,291,000 socked 
away. This is about equivalent of one 
month's expenditures during the school 
year — which means It Isn't as much as 
It sounds. 


Putting the money away, however, 


does mean that If anything goes wrong in 
the state aid formula in the coming 
years, the district will not be broke. 


Tho other thing the district officials 


are figuring out Is how to cope with the 
fact that, beginning in 1975, they will be 
required to reduce their total property 
tax rate. As the years go on and they get 
more money from the state aid formula, 
they will eventually have to lower their 
operating tax rate to $1.05 per $100 as- 
sessed value. Since Dlst. 214 now has a 


rate of about $2.06, it's going to take a 
few years to get down to that level. 


Theoretically, the increase in money 


from the state will more than offset the 
loss In tax revenues. However, Dlst. 214 
Assistant Supt. Robert Weber, who does 
the district's budgeting, and'other offi- 
cials aren't taking any chances. 


AS A RESULT. Weber told the board ' 


this week he plans to bold Increases in ' 
expenditures down pretty tightly over the ' 
next few years "because of the uncer- 
tainties ahead of us." 


Some districts that are even wealthier . 


and who' spend even more money than 
Dlst. 214, like New Trier High School and 
Evanston High School, will be harder hit 
by the new formula, with its goal to 
bring expenditures across the state into a 
reasonable range. But other districts, in- 
cluding some of the local elementary dis- 
tricts that have been living hand-to- 
mouth for years, will have fewer adjust- 
ments to make as the formula takes ef- 
fect. 


After all, unlike Dlst. 214, many of 


these school districts have absolutely no- 
where to go but up.* . . 


A FEW SOBERING numbers: If you 


think the cost of food has been sky- 
rocketing out of sight, you're right. Dist. 
214's food service people have complied a 
list, showing what the cost increases 


have been since Aug. 1972 for staple food 
items. 


Now sit down, get a strong cup of cof- 


fee, and look at this list: Cheese has In- 
creased in cost 15 per cent since Aug. 
1972; flour is up 79 per cent; sugar is up 
7 per cent; oil, 42 per cent; margarine, 9 
per cent; macaroni, 91 per cent; mos- 
taciolli, 79 per cent; noodles, 37 per 
cent; beef liver (blah), 14 per cent; 
ground beef, 78 per cent; hot dogs, 35 per 
cent; ground beef patties, 57 per cent; 
cherries for pie, 28 per cent; peaches, 21 
per cent; pears, 15 per cent; apolesauce, 
43 per cent; and ham, 57 per cent.

Ken Gill is simply a persistent painter-and school superintendent

Behind the all-business superintendent 


dressed In a suit and tie at a Dlst. 21 
school board meeting Is a guy who'd just 
as soon bo at home In Jeans and a sweat* 
shirt with an artist's brush Instead of a 
cigar In his hand. 


"I think a lot or people who deal with 


mo think I como off as a tough, hard-line 
businessman," said Ken GUI. "They'd 
probably be surprised to find out I'm In- 
terested In art." 


Knowing Gill, who has the reputation 


of usually getting what he wants from 
tight-fisted developers and politicians, It 
would be difficult to guess the sensitive 
side of him that Is reflected In many of 
his oil paintings. 


"You don't really have much opportu- 


nity to leave that Image people have of 
you," he said. "They only see you In that 
one way. I guess that's part of the price 
you pay for working In the public eye." 


GILL USUALLY gets to his worktable 


In his Mallard Lake apartment sometime 
after midnight. It comes after long days 
of being pulled In all directions by the 
people and problems of one of the largest 
school districts In the area. 


The worktablo, covered with paints, 


brushes and other artist's materials, Is a 
retreat from the dally grind, he says, a 
place where he can really be himself. 


"We all have our own private person," 


he said. "That's one thing I can do In the 
arts — deal with my private person." 


Gilt first began painting and doing oth- 


er crafts about three years ago. He 
works In a variety of media, Including 
oil, acrylics, copper repose, ceramics 
find natural materials. 


. 
GILL CRINGES at being called an art- 


ist and says ho paints with more "stick- 
to-ltlvcncss" than anything else. His only 
training has been In painting and ceram- 
ics classes offered through the Wheeling 
Park District. 


"I'm no artist," ho laughs. "I don't 


have any talent — I havo persistence 
and guts, that's all." 


As evidence of his persistence, Gill 


points to o painting he did of an old In- 
dian chief, working from a photograph 
included In a Life magazine scries. On 
vacation last summer In Door County, 
WIs., Gill began the painting one evening 
about S and finished It at 8 the next 
morning. 


"I must have changed his face 25 or 30 


times before I got It right," he said. "By 
that time, I felt I knew the guy. And, In 
trying to bring out the agony, the majes- 
ty In his face — all the things involved in 
painting him — I felt I understood what 
tho Indians In this country have gone, 
through a little better, too." 


GILL PAINTS strictly to please him- 


self and considers his work something of 
a personal challenge. 


"I like just about everything I do and

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The cause of multiple sclerosis remains a mystery 
SCHWABEN CENTER 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Just what Is mul- 


tiple sclerosis, and how dtwi It affect the 
body? Is there any real help for It? 


Dear Header — This is a tough one to 


describe for you. It can cause a wide 
variety of symptoms. Tho problem Is lo- 
cated in the sheath that surrounds nerve 
cells. This outer sheath is essential to the 
normal function of the cell. In multiple 
sclerosis this sheath degenerates, and 
the cell doesn't function properly. 
'The cells affected are not all in one 
location in the nervous system. Multiple 
sclerosis can affect different spots of 
nerve cells In a patchy-llke distribution. 
Many diseases of the nervous system of- 
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fect only specific cells. A brain tumor, 
for example, may affect cells In one 
spot. 


Since the cells Involved can be Identi- 


fied with a particular body function, a 
good neurologist (brain specialist) can 
often fairly accurately locate the spot In- 
volved by the tumor. A stroke may affect 
the tongue and swallowing mechanisms, 
which would mean that specific areas of 
the brain are damaged, and the artery 
Involved In the stroke can be Identified. 


These nice systematic evaluations arc 


not always possible In multiple sclerosis 
because numerous unrelated areas of the 
brain may be involved. This, in Itself, is 
one clue to the diagnosis. 


MULTIPLE SCLEROSIS may cause 


problems with vision, speech, or muscle 
coordination affecting body movements. 
Weakness of the arms and legs is a com- 
mon finding. Muscular weakness may 
progress to paralysis. When the lower 
legs are Involved urinary complaints arc 
common. 


There arc a number of factors which 


appear to precipitate some attacks, even 
Including flu. But, there's no clear-cut 


Identification of factors which may pre- 
cipitate an attack. 


The cause of multiple sclerosis is not 


known. A recent suggested cause Is a 
small slow acting virus that, over a peri- 
od of years, produces Its effects. In my 
own medical career there have been 
multiple theories advanced for the cause 
of multiple sclerosis, and to date none 
have been established as the real cause 
for the disease. 


IT'S DIFFICULT to evaluate the effec- 


tiveness of treatment because many 
patients have spontaneous remissions 
and get along well without any manifes- 
tation of any problem for long periods of 
time. The disease can be severely dis- 
abling, or It can be more of an inter- 
mittent inconvenience. There is no way 
to be certain how severe the disability Is 
going to be, whether it is going to prog- 
ress rapidly or not, and each case is dif- 
ferent. 


It's Important for anyone who has such 


a problem to have continuous careful 
medical supervision. A great deal can be 
done to help Individuals with this prob- 
lem, but I must also say that there are 


no specific cures. To show you some of 
the problems that the medical profession 
deals with in trying to tell you what to 
expect with this type of disease, the life 
expectancy varies from a few weeks to 
over SO years after the problem has been 
diagnosed, and that's quite a long range.

Am I eligible for an 
annual clothing allowance of $130 from 
the Veterans Administration? 


A — Probably yea, but you must apply 


These 
allowances (under PL 92-328) are author- 
lied for service disabled veterans whoso 
prosthetic or orthopedic devices tend to 
wear out or tear their clothing.

Form 21E-1WO, veterans' application for 
program of education or training, and 
VA Form 21EM0990, certificate of avail- 
nblllt*, together with a copy of your ex- 
cess leave orders (In lieu of DD 214) and 
a statement of service from your com-.

Nursing homes and other private 


health facilities In Illinois are sub- 
ject to state regulation which en- 
s u r c s minimum standards of 
patient care and treatment. The 
private patient thus is given a 
measure of protection from facil- 
ities that arc inadequate, unsanita- 
ry, unsafe or over-crowded. 


The public patient Is not so fortu- 


nate, however, for the state re- 
quires no minimum levels of care 
nnd treatment in its own mental 
health Institutions — despite ob- 
vious and well-documented short- 
comings In programming, staffing 
and physical plant. 


The state, for example, has de- 


termined that a private nursing 
homo cannot place more than four 
patients in a bedroom no matter 
what size. But it permits its own 
psychiatric institutions to place as 


many as 60 to 150 patients in a 
s i n g l e dormitory-type sleeping 
room. 


Is such a "double standard" 


equitable or reasonable — or even 
humane? State Rep. Robert S. 
Juckett, R-Park Ridge, thinks not. 
Neither do we. 


Rep. Juckett in the last legisla- 


tive session sponsored bills requir- 
ing state facilities to meet the 
same minimum standards required 
of private institutions. The mea-

sures, overwhelmingly approved 
by the House, force the state to 
provide for adequate standards, li- 
censing and regulation of facilities 
for mentally ill and mentally re- 
tarded persons. 


Surprisingly, the most vocal op- 


position to such reform comes 
from officials of the state Depart- 
ment of Mental Health itself. They 
oppose it on the basis of cost — an 
estimated $141 million in a total 
stnte budget of $7.4 billion — be-

Russia, China competing

As the Soviet Union presses its cam. 


palgn for improved relations with the 
West, it relentlessly also Is pressing Its 
campaign to Isolate China. 


And as China expands Its own diplo- 


matic contacts, the struggle between the 
two becomes global. 


China has sought to Improve Its rela- 


tions with the European common market 
and has warned the West against letting 
down its NATO barriers against the So- 
viets at the upcoming European Security 
Conference. 


The Soviet objective, it says, is first to 


conquer China and then Europe. 


As for the Soviet campaign against 


China, U Is being pressed on four fronts. 


On the military side, It has approxi- 


mately SO divisions posted along its 4,500- 


mile frontier with China, or about one 
third of Its entire army. 


The Soviets accuse the Chinese of mak- 


ing "absurd demands" on 600,000 square 
miles of Soviet territory. 


Talks to settle the Issue have been go- 


Ing on sporadically since the spring of 
1964 but remain hi deadlock. 


Diplomatically, the Soviets have seized 


upon the Vietnam cease-fire to promote 
an Asian collective security pact 


The Soviet Union already has friend- 


ship pacts with Iraq and India. 


The Idea of a collective security pact 


has been broached to Iran and is ex- 
pected to come up again when Japanese 
Prime Minister Kakuel Tanaka- visits 
Moscow soon. 


A prerequisite so far as Japan is con- 


cerned would be a Soviet-Japanese peace- 
treaty, nearly 30 years after the end of 
World War II in the Pacific.

would not appropriate funds need- 
ed to implement higher standards. 


It is nonsense to presume the leg- 


islature would be so derelict irr-lts 
public duty as to mandate up- 
grading and then deny funds to ac- 
complish it. The public pressure 
would be more than nominal for 
such an appropriation. 


Such an argument is specious, 


and we are more inclined to agree 
that the real basis for their uncon- 
scionable opposition for improving 
state institutions is that this legis- 
lation would make the Department 
of Mental Health subject to licens- 
ing and inspection by the Depart- 
ment of Public Health. The real 
battle, therefore, is not over the 
welfare of mentally ill people — it 
is a jealous, jurisdictional fight be- 
tween two bureaucracies. 


Rep. Juckett has warned that if 


the state does not Improve its stan- 
dards, the U.S. Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare will 
no longer make Medicare and Me- 
dicaid payments to Illinois. But 
aside from this practical consid- 
eration, we believe there is a mor- 
al obligation to make state in- 
stitutions as decent as any others 
in the state. 


When the state Senate recon- 


venes, we hope, it follows the 
House example and rejects the 
self-serving arguments opposing 
reform. This legislation is proper 
and necessary. It should be ap- 
proved by the Senate at the 
earliest possible moment and 
signed into law.

As part of its overall Asian plan, the 


Soviet Union also is pressing a program 
to settle more farmers in agricultural 
lands along the Chinese border. 


On the propaganda front, the Soviets 


have given new Russian names to far 
eastern Siberian towns whose names pre- 
viously sounded Chinese. For instance, 
the coal mining town of Suchan east of 
Vladivostok has been renamed Par- 
tizansk, apparently hi honor of Bolshevik 
guerrillas who operated' near the town 
during the early 1920s.

WASHINGTON - There has been re- 


curring speculation that the Air Force, 
which once bombed Cambodia for 14 
months without acknowledging it, might 
again secretly resume the raids despite a 
law banning them. 


The- military and the administration 


certainly have the motivation. President 
Nixon said he had "grave personal reser- 
vations" about Congress legislating an 
end to the bombing on Aug. 15 and said it 
could have "dangerous potential con- 
sequences." 


The motivation is there, but the cir- 


cumstances are vastly different from 
1969 and the circumstances mitigate 
against the administration being able to 
mount a secret bombing campaign even 
if it wanted to. 


To begin with, the falsified records 


trick used to cover the 1969-70 bombing 
would be unlikely to work now. The false 
records didn't say there was no bomb- 
ing; they said the bombing was taking 
place in South Vietnam rather than Cam- 
bodia. There is now no other bombing 
campaign in which to hide a secret cam- 
paign. 


The records were doctored, Pentagon 


officials have said, so that the people 
who order bombs, fuel and other supplies 
wouldn't know about the attacks. There-

press. 


But If bombing were secretly resumed 


in Cambodia now, thousands of Ameri- 
cans would be able to detect it. 


In 1969 many of the bomber crewmen 


thought they were raiding in South Viet- 
nam. Now all the crewmen would know 
something was wrong when they saw 
they were actually dropping bombs. 


In 1969 ground teams and bomb 


loaders were always preparing planes 
for bomb runs. Now the loading of bombs 
in Southeast Asia would automatically 
raise eyebrows. People in the Pentagon 
who order bombs and fuel would see the 
high consumption figures in front of 
them. 


Statistics couldn't be obscured by say- 


ing bombs were dropped on Pakhtunis- 
tan. 


Continued bombing also would be no- 


ticeable outside the government as civil- 
ian managers and workers who make 
bombs for the government saw produc- 
tion lines humming. 


Even with all the precautions taken hi 


1969, the secret bombing was not really 
all that secret The basic facts were re- 
ported in Newsweek a few days before 
the first bomb even fell, and by the New 
York Times, United Press International, 
NBC News, Wall Street Journal and oth- 
ers within a few weeks after it began. 


Few took much notice of the reports 


and the administration thought it could 
keep the bombing a secret — partly be- 
cause the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong could not complain their men were 
being bombed in Cambodia since they 
maintained the myth they had no men 
there. 


A year after the bombing began, the 


Viet Cong's foreign minister, Mrs. Ngu- 
yen Thl Binh, charged that B52s were 
raiding "the cities and villages of Cam- 
bodia," carefully citing western press re- 


ports as the source of her information. 


The law banning U.S. "combat activi- 


ties" in Indochina is explicit and the 
Pentagon acknowledges that if it ever 
wants to bomb again it must get prior 
permission from Congress. 


In 1969, administration officials gener- 


ally viewed the bombing of Communist 
sanctuaries there as part and parcel of 
the Vietnam War and did not see It as 
requiring special congressional author- 
ization any more than the 1970 ground 
invasion of Cambodia needed special 
congressional authorization. (UPI)

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Search for mental health 
Psychiatric view of abortion problem 


(TMi column If presented by Forest

psychiatric treatment, research, educa- 
tion and community service.) 


Unwanted pregnancies occur among 


women of all ages, all levels of education 
and among women who run the gamut of 
economic levels. Many of these women 
are probably sophisticated about sexual 
matters and about methods of con- 
traception. 


Then why the unwanted pregnancy — 


the accident? And what about abortion 
as the answer? 


Before the Supreme Court ruling that 


made abortion legal within certain defi- 
nitions, a woman who could afford to 
have an abortion had to prove with a 
psychiatrist's help that her pregnancy 
and subsequent motherhood would be 
emotionally traumatic and damaging to 
her. 


WHEN TIHS women did visit with a 


psychiatrist the psychiatrist was ablo to 
help the woman deal with her entire life 
situation — what It was, how she got Into 
it and what the two of them could learn 


to help her In the future. 


Psychiatrists were also finding, how- 


ever, that their commonly held belief 
that abortion was a highly traumatic ex- 
perience which would influence a wom- 
an's feelings about herself and her future 
sexual development were not true. The 
women, they fount:, experienced distress 
over not being able to find someplace to 
get an abortion. 


Since psychiatrists DO longer, In gener- 


al, see women for preebortion psy- 
chiatric counseling, many have turned to 
examining the reasons women have acci- 
dental or unwanted pregnancies. 


Dr. Martha Klrkpatrick of UCLA Is one 


of these psychiatrists and she has pro- 
posed what she believes Is one important 
reason behind an unwanted pregnancy in 
young women. 


"Wo need to consider a whole variety 


of Issues surrounding unwanted preg- 
nancies," she said. "One of them has to 
do with identity. 


"OFTEN PEOPLE talk about abortion 


being necessary because we don't have 
adequate sex education, information 
about contraceptives or contraception 


available. Certainly all that Is true. But 
these are not the only Issues Involved ^n 
unwanted pregnancies. 
'< 


"It may be," she continued, "that 


something goes on, particularly among 
young women with their pregnancies that 
goes on with young men and their 
, frequent auto accidents. They are both 
accidents and studies have shown that 


, car accidents seem to have something to 


do with young men establishing their 
strong male figures and being cou- 
rageous'and brave. 


"Perhaps the kinds of accidents girls 


have with their unwanted pregnancies 
have to do with estabkshtog their feml- 
nine identity. 


"After all," Dr. Kirkpatrick explained, 


"we live in such a confused and com- 
plicated society where boundaries be- 
tween being grown up and being a child 
are diffuse and hard to establish. We de- 
lay marriage and professional choices — 
we delay so many things which Indicate 
one Is grown up for such a long time it 
may be that some of these events like 
pregnancy come about as kind of a pu- 
berty rite and helps people identify them- 
selves as fertile, mature and grown up 
enough to really be a woman." 


More than 3 million disabled workers 


and their families are getting monthly 
Social Security payments as the social 
security disability program begins its 
18th year this month, according to Nor- 
man R. Thorescn, manager for the Ar- 
lington Heights Social Security Office. 


When Social Security disability pay- 


menu were first paid in July 1057, only 
disabled workers between SO and 63 were 
eligible for payments. Today, severely 
disabled workers of any ago under 63 
and certain members of their families 
can get disability payments. And starting 
this month, disabled people who have 
been entitled to Social Security payments 
for two years or more can get Medicare 
protection. To bo eligible for Social Se- 
curity disability payments, a worker 
must be severely disabled and unable to 
work for a year or more. Payment be- 
gins for the sixth month of disability. 


Generally, a worker who becomes dis- 


abled In 1573 must have worked In em- 
ployment covered under Social Security 
for at least 5J4 years — and five years of 
the work must have been during the 10 
years before his disability began. 


"YOUNG WORKERS, however, may 


be eligible for disability payments with 
as little as 154 years of covered work, 


depending on their age and when they 
become disabled," Thoresen pointed out. 


"And 
a worker between the ages of 24 


and 31 needs credit for having worked 
under Social Security half the period be- 
tween the tune he became 21 and the 
time he became disabled.*Before age 24, 
the worker needs credit for 1V4 years of 
work in the three-year period before his 
disability began," Thoresen explained. 


When a worker applies for disability 


payments, he submits medical evidence 
to establish his disability. Then, physi- 
cians and other disability experts In a 
state agency — usually the state's voca- 
tional rehabilitation agency — decide 
whether the worker is disabled under the 
Social Security law. 


"IN MOST CASES," Thoresen In- 


dlcatcd, "the state agency can moke the 
determination on the basis of medical 
evidence from the applicant's own physi- 
cian. If additional evidence is needed, 
further medical tests may be required at 
the government's expense." 


Nearly 2 million disabled workers get 


monthly checks averaging $179 and about 
1.7 million Social Security disability ben- 
eficiaries will get Medicare coverage 
starting July 1.

A Hoffman Estates woman wrote 


recently In a letter to the editor that the 
FDA's (Food and Drug Administration) 
final order on vitamins, announced this 
summer, "limits to very dangerous nar- 
row ranges the potency and availability 
of vitamin and mineral supplements." 


She then urged support for a bill In- 


troduced Into the House by Rep. Craig 
Hosmcr (Calif.) which, she said, "draws 
a distinction between dietary supple- 
ments and drugs." 


The letter writer, along with some 


20,000 other Americans who deluged Con- 
gress with similar letters, has clearly 
misunderstood the FDA order. 


Based on the newly established Recom- 


mended Dally Allowance (RDA) for vita- 
mins and minerals, which replaces the 
lower Minimum 
Dally Requirement 


(MDR) previously In use, the FDA order 
first defines three categories of vitamin 
use (thus making that part of the Hos- 
mcr bill an unnecessary duplication). 


PRODUCTS supplemented with up to 


50 per cent of the RDA (vitamins and 
minerals needed to maintain health) are 
classified "general foods." 


Products supplemented with 50 per 


cent to ISO per cent of the RDA aro 
"dietary supplements." 


Products containing more than 150 per 


cent of the RDA are classified "drugs." 


However, contrary to what the letter 


writer and many others have charged, 
this last definition Implies no automatic 
restriction on public availability of those 
products, any more than the designation 
of aspirin as a drug restricts Its avail- 
ability. 


White the classification of high potency 


vitamin products as drugs will bring 
them under closer FDA scrutiny for safe- 
ty and effectiveness, the FDA has said It 
"docs not Intend to require all high-po- 
tency vitamin-mineral products to be 
sold on prescription." 


MOREOVER, THE very liberal range 


of dietary supplements — 50 to 150 per 
cent of the RDA — can hardly be consid- 
ered a "dangerous, narrow" limitation. 


But most Importantly, the FDA in set- 


ting these classifications is not restric- 
ting consumers' free choice and use of 
any vitamins in any strength, nor Is it in 
most cases limiting the production of any 
vitamin products. 


"Except for A and D, all products In 


excess of 150 per cent of the RDA now 
available without prescription may con-

tlnue to be sold singly or in combination 
formulas as non-prescription drugs," ac- 
cording to the agency. 


As for vitamins A and D, the FDA is 


recommending that nlgn potencies be 
taken only under a physician's guidance, 
although both will continue to be avail- 
able In nonprcscriptlon strengths up to 
the RDA or in greater strength under 
prescription. 


Contrary to the letter writer's asser- 


tion that vitamins aro never dangerous, 
It has been shown that excessive and 
prolonged use of vitamin A can cause 
pressure In the skull that mimics a brain 
tumor. Similar consumption of D can 
cause calcification of tissues and bone 
deformity. Iron toxiclty is a well estab- 
lished cause of accidental poisonings in 
children. 


In short, the FDA Is not banning any 


vitamin or mineral product or closing 
down any vitamin manufacturers. The 
agency IS prohibiting the use of unpro- 
vcn claims in the promotion of vitamin 
products and Is requiring accurate label- 
ing, This is no more or no less than is 
required of most other consumer prod- 
ucts today.

A little gardening grows a long way, 


and "growing" Is the '73-74 theme of the 
Des Plaines Garden Club. . 


Growing In knowledge, growing In gar- 


dening skills, growing In membersip. 


To carry out this theme, Mrs. Richard

year's free dues. Second place went to 
Mrs. C. E. Goldsmith and third to Mrs. 
Thomas T. Signalgo. 


WHEN ASKED the secret of her mod- 


est success, Mrs. Landt said, "If you 
care enough about plants and talk to 
them sweetly, they will grow for you.

Also, to 
stop pinching back foliage by July 4. 


Garden Club members will have anoth- 


er chance to demonstrate their horticul- 
ture skills. Terry Is already neck-deep In 
plans for an "all-in-bloom" windowsill 
rose contest to begin March 7. 


IF THE Des Plaines green thumbers 


had problems making their plants grow, 
Clayton T. Krein, a 38-year veteran of 
the Chicago Park District, who judged 
the Growing Contest, more than made up 
for It. 


He stated that over 400,000 plants had 


been found and named and it seemed 
that he had most of them with him. More 
than that, he had a casual and formal 
friendship going with them all, address- 
ing them by both their familiar and bot- 
anical names. 


"Plants are like people," he said. 


"They have a last, a first and a middle 
name, and these names are understood 
universally. They Identify the genus, the 
species and the variety." 


HIS TIPS on the care and propagation 


of house plants, particularly the way in 
which new plants can be started from 
old, made about 40 women's fingers itchy 
to get at his table of cuttings. 


"Some plants, like the African violet, 


may be started from a leaf cutting," he 
said. "Some, like the coleus, may be 
propagated by a stem cutting. The rex 
begonia propogatlon from wedge cut- 
tings—just a slice of the leaf. In plants 
with runners, new plants can often be 
started from the runners." 


Krein pointed out that the spots on the 


Hack of his fern fronds were not bugs, 


but spores, the fern's method of repro- 
duction. "Cut your old fronds away and 
give the new ones a chance to grow," he 
said as he cited a woman whose fern 
lasted 40 years with this treatment. 
' ALTHOUGH THE cuttings of certain 
plants root readily In water, Krein sug- 
gested using either building sand or, his 
preferred material, perlite. When start- 
Ing a plant from a leaf,.It is best .to leave 
about an inch and a half of stem. 


Plants may be started in clay pots, 


plastic containers or even paper cups, ha 
affirmed, but added that the entire con- 
tents of the container should be tapped 
out in one piece occasionally to check 
the root structure. If the roots aro filling 
the pot, it Is time to change to a larger 
pot. 


"On the other hand," he said, "don't 


put a little plant In a big butter tub." 


The best mixture In which to grow a 


house plant is soil, peat and drainage 
material (either sand or perlite). The ad- 
vantage of using a clay pot, he advised, 
is that by simply tapping the pot with a 
forefinger, one can tell If it needs water. 


"IF IT makes a hollow thud, it's wet 


enough; if it 'tings,' it needs water," he 
said. 


One may also use a plastic pot, but 


must keep in mind that it requires about 
one-third less watering. He prefers wa- 
tering from the top, but has no objection 
to setting potted house plants in water to 
soak up from the bottom — so long as 
they are not left in the water. 


Krein emphasized that house plants 


need light, water and food in the proper 
amounts. To be complete, plant food 


should contain nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potassium. 


"Sometimes It's possible to rejuvenate 


a plant by draping a plastic cleaning bag 
'tent' over It for humidity," be said. 


KREIN SCATTERED interesting bits 


of Information like seeds in the wind as 
he went along: that the common banana 
is native to India, not South America; 
that the African violet is not a violet; 
that plants, like people, hate drafts; that 
begonias and orchids have the smallest 
seeds in the world and -a certain palm 
the largest — as big as a bushel basket. 


Krein had with him a jade plant which 


had been started from a 160-year-old 
parent plant But even more unusual was 
his specimen of the henna plant, which 
Egyptians used 7,000 years ago to tint 
the fingernails of their mummies. An Eg- 
yptian wouldn't be caught dead without 
fingernail polish. 


Sansevleria, peperomia, aspidistra, 


dieffenbachia — Krein had them all, 
from rare, to common. 


Well, as they say in the Garden Club 


— "Anything grows!"

Head coach Don Schnake has just 33 on

big television ratings successes as 
"Adam-12," a police fiction program, 
and "Emergency," a drama about para- 


medics — with both series also appear- 
ing on NBC-TV. And it would take a 
viewer with a practiced eye Just about 
one minute of watching either show to 
know what organization produced it 


"Chase" has as Its competitors some 


of the biggest current ratings hits on the 
networks — CBS-TV's "Maude" and 
"Hawaii Five-0" and ABC-TV's "Tues- 
day Movie of the Week," an anthology 
series — so its work is cut out for it. At 
any rate, here are some of the particu- 
lars about the new entry: 


The Lighter Side... by Dick West 
Never on Friday - the Thursday movie 


WASHINGTON — One of the journalis- 


tic set pieces at mis time of year is an 
article on the intricate mixture of strate- 
gy, skill and low cunning that goes Into 
the preparation of the new fall television 
schedule. 


The idea, as I understand it, is for a 


network to array its strengths and weak- 
nesses in such a way as to take advan- 
tage of the other networks' strengths and 
weaknesses. 


I'm not sure I have this season's 


schedule entirely straight in my mind. It 
Is, however, my Impression that an ex- 
tensive amount of program reshuffling 
was brought about ABC's decision to 
move its Wednesday Night Movie to 
Tuesday. 


LAST SEASON, you'll recall, the 


Wednesday Night Movie was seen on 
Thursday. 


The network experimented for n couple 


of seasons with scheduling the Wednes- 
day Night Movie on Wednesday, but that 
innovation didn't work out well at all. 
The public apparently wasn't ready for 
it 


By moving the Wednesday Night Movie 


to Tuesday, ABC hopes to gain a com- 
petitive advantage over the NBC Satur- 
day Night Movie, which is moving into 
the Sunday time slot being vacated by 
the CBS Friday Night Movie. 


THE REASONING at ABC goes like 


this: 


The CBS Friday Night Movie, which is 


being moved to Monday, is expected to 
retain a major portion of the audience 
that previously watched it on Sunday. 


The Friday Night Movie traditionally 


has the highest rating regardless of 
which night it Is seen. 


This season, however, the Friday Night 


Movio will feature a number of two-part 
films. 


If the first part of the Friday Night 


Movie is shown on Monday, as will be 
tho case this season, many viewers will 
become restive over having to wait a 
week to see how it comes out. 


GROWING IMPATIENT, they will 


tune Into whatever movie is being shown 
Tuesday night, which is the ABC 
Wednesday Night Movie. Thus boosting 
ABC's rating in that particular time slot. 


The ABC Wednesday Night Movie seen 


on Tuesday obviously is not the second 
part of the CBS Friday Night Movie, the 
first part of which is seen on Monday. 


But people who watch movies on tele- 


vision aren't terribly discriminating in 
that regard. They'll pretty much watch 
whatever is showing, as long as there 
arc plei.ty of commercials to keep them 
distracted. 


If, of course, they had time to become 


engrossed In the film they might object 


to not seeing on Tuesday the second part 
of the Friday Night Movie they were 
watching on Monday. 


The above schedule is subject to last 


minute change.

has no superstars of television to carry 
VL. The principals portray five big dry 
policemen who comprise a special unit 
that bandies unusual cases, and, in NBC- 
TVs words, this squad "divorces itself 
from the official uniform and regulations 
and dresses In comfortable attire."

But that Is almost irrelevant to 
the veteran viewer who tries to figure 
out what elements make a television 
series succeed or flop. Again, ft was fas- 
cinating to watch the work of the Webb 
organization, and the various trademarks 
it has come to be recognized by. 


Directing the premiere was David 


Friedkln, the producer was WDHam 
Stark and the writer Michael Donovan. 
And now we'll see bow well "Chase" 
hangs in there, and how NBC-TV handles 
it from a competitive standpoint

Mushrooms, whether fresh/ canned or 


otherwise processed, are wonderfully suited 
to summer and fall menus. It takes only min-. 
utes to cook or heat them and they add 
crunch and savor to a long list of dishes 
without contributing a load of calories. 
(Their calorie count is under 100 per pound.) 


There are many ways of serving mush- 


rooms as appetizers. You can stuff them with, 
a seasoned avocado mixture. Or you can use 
seasoned meat, fish or fowl or cheese and 
serve them hot or cold. Float one or two 
smartly stuffed mushrooms on chilled sum- 
mer soup as an appetizing garnish. Whole 
mushrooms make ideal pick-ups for 
•well-seasoned dips, too. 
M-M Mushrooms! 


When it comes to meats and main dishes 


the mushroom really distinguishes itself. 
Skewer it along with a row of other quick 
cookers; meat, fish or vegetable. Chop them 
up and stir into a meat loaf which can be 
chilled and taken to a picnic or tail-gate 
supper. 


If your garden is outdoing itself in the 


.production of spinach, green beans, peas or 
tomatoes, vary these vegetables with a few 
mushrooms, minced and sauteed briefly in 
butter or margarine. 


A tossed green salad too, tastes that 


much better for some sliced fresh mush- 
rooms. They give a salad "eating satisfac- 
tion," especially if it's as hearty as a chef's 
salad. 


There's just no limit to the things you can 


do with mushrooms in meals. Take it easy 
when cooking with mushrooms. If you are 
using fresh ones, don't peel, although you 
may want to trim off a thin slice from the 
stem end if slightly brown. Rinse briefly in 
clear water. 


Canned mushrooms need nothing* by 


way of preparation and you can keep them 
on your emergency shelf. Do drain them 
and pat with a paper towel if you plan to 


, saute them — that's just to keep the fat from 


spattering.

Cover and re- 
frigerate for 3 hours, stirring once. Rinse, pat dry 
and halve fresh mushrooms or drain canned 
mushrooms. To meat add mushrooms, green 
pepper and tomatoes, stir well to coat. Using 8 
skewers weave meat strips around vegetables. 
Place on broiler pin under preheated hot broil-

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She makes the most of fresh garden vegetables 


by LOIS SEILER 


Taking tdvantage of rammer's bounty, 


Esther Zadelk of Mount Prospect often 
serves cucumbers or tomatoes Instead of 
salad. Too often cucumbers and to- 
matoes arc simply used as an addition to 
• tossed salad; with Esther's recipes, 
they have prominence of their own. 


Her first step in preparing cucumbers 


b to slice them wafer thin and layer 
them with salt in a casserole. A weight is 
placed on top to press out the excess liq- 
uid and remove any slight bitterness. 
They are then squeezed as dry as poo- 
slble. 


The cucumber* may be made Latvian* 


style, which Esther learned from her 
mother-in-law, or German-style, which 
she learned from her mother. Latvians 
combine cucumbers with sour cream and 
a sprinkling of dill, while the German 
method calls for a vinaigrette dressing to 
which dill or chives may be added. They 
look prettiest served from a glass bowl 
and should be spooned into individual 
sauce dishes. 


The same vinaigrette dressing is used 


In preparing French tomatoes. The 
dressing is drizzled over sliced ripe to- 
matoes, and diced shallots and parsley 


are sprinkled on top. 


Another of this cook's favorites is 


marinated mushrooms. Esther devised 
her own simplified method for a mari- 
nade, using a packaged Italian dressing 
mix and additional herbs. After marinat- 
ing an hour, the mushrooms are will-fla- 
vored yet retain their whiteness. 


Esther's husband, the Rev. Peter Za- 


deik, has his summer specialty, too. Us- 
ing green tomatoes which fall from then* 
own plants, he slices them then fries the 
tomatoes In butter and bacon fat, with a 
sprinkling of bread crumbs and Parme- 
san cheese. 


Rev. Zadelk learned this method from 


Italian neighbors when the family lived 
in the Bronx. It Is a great favorite of 
their children, PhlUp, 15, Amy, 13, Peg- 
gy, 12, Tricia, 11, Anastasla, 9, and Mi- 
chael, 8. 


CUCUMBER SALAD 


2 medium-size, fresh 


green cucumbers 
Wash cucumbers well, score with a 


fork lengthwise and slice wafer thin. Ar- 
range in layers in a large bowl with a 
sprinkling of salt between each layer. 
Cover with a heavy plate and place a 
weight on lap,

cumbers with your hands. Prepare with 
sour cream or vinaigrette dressing.

from the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA). 


The booklet -explains some of the rea- 


sons why costs have risen and discusses 
steps being Uken by the Federal govern- 
ment to help combat.the rise In food 
prices. Copies of "What's Happened to 
Food Prices?" are available free from 
Consumer Product Information, Pueblo, 
Colo. 81009 and from Federal Informa- 
tion Centers throughout the country. 


According to the USDA publication, 


food prices have risen for a number of 
reasons: 


Wages have gone up and the economy 


Is booming. Americana can afford and 
are buying more meat than ever before 
and bidding up the price. For example, 
wo arc eating almost twice as much beef 
per person as 20 years ago, says the 
booklet. 


Beef prices were up sharply In the first 


half of 1973, even though supplies were 
only slightly down compared with a year 
earlier. Part of the reason for tho sharp 
rise in beef prices la that pork supplies 
were about five to seven per cent small- 
er than a year earlier, putting even 
greater pressure on beef supplies. 


Americans are eating more prepared 


convenience foods with more of the kitch- 
en work already completed. This saves 


work In the home, but adds to the cost of 
food. 


The USDA booklet also points out that 


while food prices have risen, they have 
Increased much less man such things as 
health care and shelter. Prices for all 
consumer items rose by 68 per cent be- 
tween 1952 and 1972. 


According to USDA, food prices have 


increased much less than wages. Aver- 
age wages are cited as being nearly two 
and one half times as high as 20 years 
ago but the price of food eaten at home 
Increased less than 40 per cent during 
the same period, according to USDA. 


According to "What's Happened to 


Food Prices?", the Federal government 
Is taking the following steps in an at- 
tempt to help slow the rate of increase in 
food prices. 


Government-owned stocks of feed gram 


for livestock and poultry are being re- 
leased. Soon the government will have 
released most of the grain accumulated 
during periods of low prices in the past. 


Farm programs were changed so that 


farmers could plant substantially larger 
acreages of wheat, feed, grains and soy- 
beans in 1973. These crops are expected 
to be converted Into larger supplies of 
wheat, milk, eggs and meat 


The booklet also points out that export 


subsidies on agricultural products have 
been discontinued, and Import quotas 
have been raised on non-fat dry milk.

bread crumbs. Bake 10 to IS minutes at 
400 degrees until bread crumbs are nice- 
ly browned and mixture Is heated 
through. Rcclpo serves 4 but may be 
doubled. 


IF A BIG GROUP Is planned for after 


the game, a Seashell Crab Casserole is 
easy to make and delectable. Recipe 


serves 12 adequately and may be 
doubled. 


Cook 1 pound seashell macaroni In sal- 


ted boiling water. Combine 4 cans undi- 
luted cream of mushroom soup with 1% 
cups milk. Heat. Add 2 tablespoons 
chopped green pepper, a scant teaspoon 
dry mustard, several dashes of nutmeg 
and salt to taste. Drain and pick 1ft 
pounds crabmeat, then add carefully to 
the soup mixture. 


Drain macaroni and place in a large 


oiled baking pan or casserole dish. Pour 
over the crab mixture. Top with buttered 
bread crumbs, about % cup in all, dot 
with additional butter and bake in a 350- 
degree oven until heated through and 
browned.

Salads always are welcome on hot 
days and this combination will please the 
serious dieter who may use a sugar sub- 
stitute to eliminate those sweet calories 
If desired.

2 8-Inch cucumbers, pored

1 teaspoon salt

Dried dill weed 
Salt and black pepper 
Sprinkle cucumber slices with salt in 


small mixing bowl. Allow to stand 15 
minutes. Stir together briefly and allow 
to stand another IS minutes. Turn cu- 
cumbers into strainer to drain off liquid. 


Combine vinegar, water and sugar in 


some bowl. Stir until sugar dissolves, 
Add cucumbers and grapes in layers, 
sprinkling each layer with a dash of dill 
weed. Salt and pepper to taste. Cover 
tightly and chill well. If desired, serve on 
lettuce cups.

Federal courts deny forced programs 
Mayors to support low-income housing 


A suburban mayors' coalition will back 


voluntary 
low and 
moderate-Income 


housing despite a federal court ruling 
that eliminated a threat of forced public 
housing In the suburbs. 


The mayors will reveal details of the 


suburban housing plan on Oct. 1. 


A federal court judge's refusal Tues- 


day to order the Chicago Housing Au- 
thority (CHA) to build low income hous- 
ing in tho suburbs will have little effect 
on the plan, according to Jack Pahl who 
formed the coalition two years ago. 


"Another suit can always be filed," 


Pahl noted, pointing to similar suits in 
other areas of the country. 


THE 12 MAYORS first got together to 


draft the voluntary plan as an alterna- 
tive to court-ordered distribution of low- 
income housing In suburban areas. 


The major threat came from a suit 
filed by the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) against the CHA and the 
federal department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD). The ACLU had 
proposed a ruling in the suit which would 
have forced suburbs to either build low- 
income housing units in their commu- 
nities equal to 2 per cent of the number 
of existing apartments and single family 
houses or to allow the .Chicago Housing 
Authority to build low-Income units equal 
to 4 per cent of the number of existing 
dwelling units in the suburb. 


U. S. District Court Judge Richard 


Austin Monday refused to issue the 
ACLU's proposed ruling. Austin said the 
proposal went "far beyond the Issues" of 
the original suit, which Involved only the 
City of Chicago. 


The judge said allowing the CHA to 


build public housing in the suburbs would 
"let the principal offender, the CHA, 
avoid the politically distasteful task be- 
fore it by passing off its problems onto 
the suburbs." 


THE MAYORS' voluntary plan Is being 


drafted under the auspices of the Hous- 
ing Coalition of the Leadership Council 
for Metropolitan Open Communities and 
the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission (NIPC). Pahl Is an NIPC com- 
missioner and former president of Elk 
Grove Village. 


The t w o organizations collected 


$155,000 in federal and state funds and In 
private foundation funds for the prepara- 
tion of the plan which Pahl said will be 
revealed to the public at an Oct. 1 press 
conference. 


One of the mayors on the coalition is 


Mount Prospect Village Pres. .Robert 
Telchert. 
• 


Telchert said yesterday he thinks Aus- 


tin's ruling will have little effect on the 
plan. "It doesn't change the main con- 
cept of the group. Whether you are talk- 
Ing defensively or morals, what we real- 
ly were concerned about is the status of 
housing in our communities." 


TEICHERT SAID the ACLU suit was 


"only one facet" of the housing problems 
which led to the mayors coalition form- 
ing two years ago. He said the plan to be 
released Oct. 1 will in no way commit 
local communities or even the mayors 
who participated in drafting it. 


Judge Austin's Monday ruling might 


even result hi a demand for more moder- 


ate income housing In the suburban area, 
the executive director of the Metropoli- 
tan Housing Development Corp. (MHDC) 
said yesterday. 


The MHDC, a non-profit corporation, is 


suing the Village of Arlington Heights to 
get zoning for a moderate income town- 
house project east of St Viator High 
School. Executive Director Sal Ferrara 
said Austin's ruling will have no effect 
on the MHDC's proposed Lincoln Green 
in Arlington Heights. 


Ferrara said, in fact, the ruling will 


have no effect whatsoever on moderate 
income housing or other forms of subsi- 
dized housing because those housing 
projects don't require special approval 
by the local governmental unit as is re- 
quired for low-Income housing projects. 


Mill Creek park 
land offer may 
be renegotiated 


Residents in tho Mill Creek subdivision 


may have another chance to obtain park 
land in the second phase of tho devel- 
opment, tho Herald has learned. 


A reliable source told the Herald yes- 


terday that Chester Moskal, of Miller 
Builders, the developer of the subdivi- 
sion, has agreed to renegotiate with the 
Mill Creek Homeowners Association 
(MCHA) and give them the opportunity 
to obtain park land. The offer to renego- 
tiate came Sept. 10 at the association's 
monthly meeting, tho source said. 


In July the village board rejected an 


offer by Miller for a 3.3-acre park. The

The society win 
also have an office In the building. 


The building also Is planned to contain

rooms.

The inside story 
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primary reason the proposal was turned 
down was because Miller, in turn, asked 
for permission to build six four-story con- 
dominiums and a 1.07-acre commercial 
site. The village board at that time told 
Miller to go ahead with Its plan for 12 
two-story apartment buildings which has 
already been approved. The plan has no 
land nlloted for park use. 


THE NEGOTIATIONS from which the 


pork offer resulted started last February 
after a group of homeowners in Mill 
Creek complained about the shortage of 
park land In tho development. At pre- 
sent, the only park in the subdivision is a 
5.5-acre site adjacent to Washington Ir- 
ving School. Residents, however, have 
complained that the land is not usable 
because of poor drainage. 


According to the source Miller has of- 


fered to eliminate the commercial site 
previously proposed for the north end of 
the development and replace It with an- 
other building. The developer has also of- 
fered to Increase the park site from 3.5- 
acres to five-acres, the source said. Sev- 
eral residents who were opposed to ac- 
cepting the park site before said it was 
too small to bo of much value. 


Moskal, at the public meeting on the 


proposed park In July, told the village 
board Miller could not afford to elimi- 
nate the commercial site and increase 
the size of the park. "There Is a point of 
no return and I'm sorry to say I think 
we've reached It," he said. 


SEVERAL RESIDENTS have said all 


along that Miller would offer to reopen 
negotiations for the park because it does 
not want to build apartments. The resi- 
dents said Miller has had difficulty rent- 
Ing apartments in the first phase of the 
development and wishes to build con- 
dominiums instead. Miller Builders has 
denied the problem. 


However, since the village has turned 


down the park offer and told Miller to 
build the apartments, it is unknown why 
Miller is offering to reopen negotiations 
If It wishes to build the apartments. 


Under the plan already approved, Mill- 


er could construct condominiums, but 
they would have to be two stories, not 
four as is proposed in the revised plan. 


Moskal was unavailable yesterday for 


a comment on the latest offer by Miller. 


STAN CROSLAND, park director, said 


yesterday he has beard something about 
Miller Builder's offer to'reopen negotia- 
tions, but was not aware of the details. 
"A lot of people figured sooner or later 
Miller would come back and want to talk 
again," he said. 


The source said no action has been tak- 


en on Miller's offer. A vote whether to 
reopen negotiations will probably be tak- 
en at next month's MCHA meeting, the 
source said. 


This week the village board gave Mill- 


er a one-year extension on its annexation 
agreement which expired Aug. 26, to al- 
low construction of its apartments. 
Board members said the village was ob- 
liged to extend the agreement because 
park negotiations held up construction. 
With the new offer it is not known when 
construction of the final phase will begin.

failed by five votes to override President Nixon's veto of the

Both U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-12, and U.S. Rep. Sara

paramedic programs because "our system is financed with 
local money," said Mrs. Jan Schwettman of Inverness, an 
organizer of the medical projects.

Mayors to support low-income housing 


A suburban mayors' coalition will back 


voluntary low and 
moderate-Income 


housing despite a federal court ruling 
that eliminated a threat of forced public 
housing In the suburbs. 


The mayors will reveal details of the 


suburban housing plan on Oct. 1. 


A federal court judge's refusal Tues- 


day to order the Chicago Housing Au- 
thority (CHA) to build low income hous- 
ing In the suburbs will have little effect 
on the plan, according to Jack Pahl who 
formed tho coalition two years ago. 


"Another suit can always be filed," 


Pahl noted, pointing to similar suits in 
other areas of the country. 


TUB 12 MAYORS first got together to 


draft the voluntary plan as an alterna- 
tive to court-ordered distribution of low- 
income housing In suburban areas. 


The major threat came from a suit 


filed by the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) against the CHA and the 
federal department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD). The ACLU had 
proposed a ruling in the suit which would 
have forced suburbs to either build low- 
income housing units in their commu- 
nities equal to 2 per cent of the number 
of existing apartments and single family 
houses or to allow the Chicago Housing 
Authority to build low-income units equal 
to 4 per cent of the number of existing 
dwelling units in the suburb. 


U. S. District Court Judge Richard 


Austin Monday refused to issue the 
ACLU's proposed ruling. Austin said the 
proposal went "far beyond the Issues" of 
the original suit, which involved only the 
City of Chicago. 


• The judge said allowing the CHA to 
build public housing In the suburbs would 
"let the principal offender, the CHA, 
avoid the politically distasteful task be- 
fore It by passing off its problems onto 
the suburbs." 


THE MAYORS' voluntary plan is being 


drafted under the auspices of the Hous- 
ing Coalition of the Leadership Council 
for Metropolitan Open Communities and 
the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission (NIPC). Pahl is an NIPC com- 
missioner and former president of Elk 
Grove Village. 


The two organizations collected 


$155,000 in federal and state funds and In 
private foundation funds for the prepara- 
tion of the plan which Pahl said will be 
revealed to the public at an Oct. 1 press 
conference. 


One of the mayors on the coalition is 


Mount Prospect Village Pres. Robert 
Teichert. 


Teichert said yesterday he thinks Aus-

TEICHERT SAID the ACLU suit was

Judge Austin's Monday ruling might 


even result hi a demand for more moder- 


ate Income housing in the suburban area, 
the executive director of the Metropoli- 
tan Housing Development Corp. (MHDC) 
said yesterday.

Schools propose expanded programs

Initial proposals for possible new 


educational programs were presented to 
the Elk Grove Township Dlst 59 school 
board by Supt. James Ervltl at a special 
meeting Tuesday night. 


School officials stressed the proposals 


were only "bralnstorming" suggestions 
as a first step in developing a budget for 
the 1974-75 school year. 


Some of the 10 Items presented, ac- 


cording to Erviti, are real needs that 
should be considered for the next school 
year's budget. He said "others are lug- 
gcstlons which could be radically 
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changed in content or implemented for 
several years, if at all." 


ERVITI SAID he submitted the propos- 


als to give school board members, "a 
place to start discussions." Board mem- 
bers have expressed a desire to take a 
more active part In the initial planning 
stages of the school budget 


"I'm really enthusiastic about the dis- 


cussions," said board member Erwin 
Poklacki, "but we're just getting started 
in gathering data right now." Poklacki 
said the cost of the possible new pro- 
grams hasn't been discussed at all since 
discussions are only in the preliminary 
stages. 


Board member Emll Bahnmaler said 


he hoped additional money for new pro- 
grams would be available from the state. 
"We have no figures at this time," said 
Bahnmaier. "It's really bard to say any- 
thing definitive yet" 


Poklacki said the board would continue 


discussions for the next few months at 
board policy committee meetings on al- 
ternate Mondays between regular meet- 
Ings of the school board. 


ONE OF THE items Erviti considered 


a real need in his list of 10 proposals was 
the purchase of library books from budg- 
et funds. Books are presently purchased 


with funds from a past bond issue, ac- 
cording to Erviti, but those funds will 
run out by the end of the year. 


Another possible need, according to 


Erviti, is the replacement of educational 
equipment that is wearing out. 


Other suggestions submitted by Erviti 


include a clinic for children with reading 
difficulties, the addition of one counselor 
to each junior high staff for the purpose 
of counseling eighth graders in planning 
a high school program and the estab- 
lishment of a pre-school program for 
Latin-Americans. 


Also proposed was the addition of psy- 


chological social work time by 20 per 
cent and restoring nurse service to pre- 
vious levels. 


FURTHER PROPOSALS by Erviti 


were the establishment of an art pro- 
gram in kindergarten through fifth grade 
levels, an evaluation unit to identify edu- 
cation problems and test the results of 
solutions tried, and in-service work on 
diagnosis of children's developmental 
level and the appropriateness of Instruc- 
tional activity. 


Erviti submitted a "very rough cost es- 


timate" of $688,000 for the programs. He 
said there are several ways the new pro- 
grams could be funded though additional 


funds were not definitely necessary, es- 
pecially since all the programs would 
probably not be Implemented right away 
or additional programs suggested by the 
board might be started instead. 


Erviti suggested additional funds If 


needed, might come by dropping pro- 
grams that are obsolete. 


Poklacki said the subject of additional 


money for programs will be discussed by 
the school board for the next few 
months.

Both U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-12, and U.S. Rep. Sam 


Young, R-10, followed Republican leaders and supported the 
presidential veto. 


THE VETO WILL not affect current Northwest suburban 


paramedic programs because "our system is financed with 
local money," said Mrs. Jan Schwettman of Inverness, an 
organizer of the medical projects. Bingo games, tax levies 
and civil defense fund-raising have financed the programs 
locally.

"This will set the cause of emergency medicine back many 


years," she said. "It means we will not get grant money for 
research and expansion." 


"The only sure way is to do things by the grassroots," she 


said. "You cant count on federal funding. It bothers me to 
see people playing political football with peoples' lives." 


TEN ILLINOIS Republicans voted against a veto override. 


Ten state Democrats voted in favor of the bill. 


The House vote was 273 to 143. The Senate voted 77-to-16 on 


Aug. 1 to support the three-year bill that included funds for 
improved ambulance services, emergency room equipment 
and training of paramedics. 


"Until we are sure It is possible to sustain the best possible 


programs and to weed out the weak ones, it is unwise to cre- 
ate a new one," Crane said.

'I'm no artist9—and he isn't

. Behind the ilMxulneu superintendent 
dressed in • suit ud tie at a Dlst. 21 
school board meeting is a guy who'd just 
as soon be at home In jeans and a sweat- 
shirt with an artist's brush Instead of a 
cigar In his hand. 


"I think a lot of people who deal with 


me think I come off as a tough, hard-line 
businessman," said Ken GUI. "They'd 
probably be surprised to find out I'm In- 
terested In art." 


Knowing CHI, who has the reputation 


of usually getting what he wants from 
tight-fisted developers and politicians, It 
would be difficult to guess the sensitive 
side of him that Is reflected In many of 
his oil paintings. 


"You don't really have much opportu- 


nity to leave that Image people have of 
you," he said. "They only see you In that 
one way. I guess that's part of the price 
you pay for working In the public eye." 


GILL USUALLY gets to his worktable 


in his Mallard Lake apartment sometime 
after midnight. It comes after long days 
of being pulled in all directions by the 
people and problems of one of the largest 
school districts In the area. 


The worktable, covered with paints, 


brushes and other artist's materials, is a 
retreat from the dally grind, he says, a 
place where he can really be himself. 


"We all have our own private person," 


ho said. "That's one thing I can do In the 
arts—deal with my private person." 


Gill first began painting and doing oth- 


er crafts about three years ago. He 
works in a variety of media, including 
oil, acrylics, copper' repose, ceramics 
and natural materials. 


GILL CRINGES at being called an art- 


ist and says he paints with more "stick- 
to-ltlveness" than anything else. His only 
training has been in painting and ceram- 
ics classes offered through the Wheeling 
Park District 


"I'm no artist," he laughs. "I don't 


have any talent — I have persistence 
and guts, that's all." 


As evidence of his persistence, Gill 


points to a painting he did of an old In- 
dian chief, working from a photograph 
Included in a Life magazine series. On 
vacation last summer In Door County, 
WIs., GUI began the painting one evening 
about 5 and finished it at 8 the next 
morning. 


"I must have changed his face 25 or 30 


times before I got It right," he said. "By 
that lime, I felt I knew the guy. And, in 
trying to bring out the agony, the majes- 
ty In his face — all the things Involved1 In 
painting him — I felt I understood what 
the Indians In this country /have gone 
through a little better, too." 


GILL PAINTS strictly to please him- 


self and considers his work something of 
a personal challenge. 


"I like Just about everything I do and 


It doesn't really matter if anybody else 
likes them," he said. "I have no 
1 In- 


clinatlon to ever show my work or to be- 
come a really proficient painter."

"In my Job," he continues, "I do so 


much without seeing any immediate re- 
sults — the results could be'yean from 
now. When I do something with my 
hands, I see the finished product and it 
makes me feel good." 


Calling his artwork bis own personal 


"release valve," GiU said' he's a man 
who values time alone and''he enjoys 
spending the late hours doing something 
for his own satisfaction. ' 


"Nobody forces me to do any'of this, 


there are no time pressures or anything 
else," he said. "I certainly don't nave to 
do It to fill up my time — my time's 
taken up anyway. But It's nice to get lost 
In this kind of thing."

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federal courts deny forced programs 
Mayors to support low-income housing 


A suburban mayors' coalition will back 


voluntary low and 
moderate-Income 


housing despite a federal court ruling 
that eliminated a threat of forced public 
housing In the suburbs. 


The mayors will reveal details of the 


suburban housing plan on Oct. 1. 


A federal court judge's refusal Tues- 


day to order the Chicago Housing Au- 
thority (CHA) to build low Income hous- 
ing In the suburbs will have little effect 
on the plan, according to Jack Pahl who 
formed the coalition two years ago. 


"Another suit can always bo filed," 


Pahl noted, pointing to similar suits in 
other areas of the country. 


THE 12 MAYORS first got together to 


draft the voluntary plan as on alterna- 
tive to court-ordered distribution of low- 
Income housing In suburban areas. 


The major threat came from a suit 


filed by the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) against the CHA and the 
federal department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD). The ACLU bad 
proposed a ruling in the suit which would 
have forced suburbs to either build low- 
income housing units in their commu- 
nities equal to 2 per cent of the number 
of existing apartments and single family 
houses or to allow the Chicago Housing 
Authority to build low-Income units equal 
to 4 per cent of the number of existing 
dwelling units In the suburb. 


U. S. District Court Judge Richard 


Austin Monday refused to issue the 
ACLU's proposed ruling. Austin said the 
proposal went "far beyond the Issues" of 
the original suit, which involved only the 
City of Chicago. 


The judge said allowing the CHA to 


build public housing in the suburbs would 
"let the principal offender, the CHA, 
avoid the politically distasteful task be- 
fore it by passing off Its problems onto 
the suburbs." 


THE MAYORS' voluntary plan Is being 


drafted under the auspices of the Hous- 
ing Coalition of the Leadership Council 
for Metropolitan Open Communities and 
the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission (NIPC). Pahl is an N1PC com- 
missioner and former president of Elk 
Grove Village. 


The two 
organizations collected 


$155,000 In federal and state funds and in 
private foundation funds for the prepara- 
tion of the plan which Pahl said will be 
revealed to the public at an Oct. 1 press 
conference. 


One of the mayors on the coalition is 


Mount Prospect Village Pres. Robert 
Telchert 


Telehert said yesterday he thinks Aus- 


tin's ruling will have little effect on the 
plan. "It doesn't change the main con- 
cept of the group. Whether you are talk- 
ing defensively or morals, what we real- 
ly were concerned about Is the status of 
housing In our communities." 


TEICHERT SAID the ACLU suit was 


"only one facet" of the housing problems 
which led to the mayors coalition form- 
Ing two years ago. He said the plan to be 
released Oct. 1 will In no way commit 
local communities or even the mayors 
who participated in drafting it. 


Judge Austin's Monday ruling might 


even result in a demand for more moder- 


ate Income housing in the suburban area, 
the executive director of the Metropoli- 
tan Housing Development Corp. (MflDC) 
said yesterday. 


The MHDC, a non-profit corporation, is 


suing the Village of Arlington Heights to 
get zoning for a moderate income town- 
house project east of St. Viator High 
School. Executive Director Sal Ferrara 
said Austin's ruling will have no effect 
on the MHDC's proposed Lincoln Green 
in Arlington Heights. 


Ferrara said, In fact, the ruling will 


have no effect whatsoever on moderate 
income housing or other forms of subsi- 
dized housing because those housing 
projects don't require special approval 
by the local governmental unit as Is re- 
quired for low-income housing projects. 


October vote 
looms on library 
building plan 


Palatine Library board members are 


on the brink of conducting a building ref- 
erendum with the vote as early as Octo- 
ber. 


Architect Charles Cedarholm will pre- 


sent final drawings and cost estimates 
for board approval next Wednesday. Pre- 
liminary plans reviewed last night would 
result In a $1 million to $1.25 million ref- 
erendum. The board now will approach 
village trustees for their approval of the 
plans. 


As an arm of the village government, 


the library board must get the village's 
go-ahead before sotting a referendum 
date. 


The library referendum will come 20 to 


30 days after the village board calls for 
the vote. The library already owns the 
site for the new building on Bcnton 
Street, south of Northwest Highway. Ce- 


darholm, a partner in the Northbrook ar- 
chitectural firm of Wcndt, Cedarholm, 
Tlppens Inc., estimates the actual build- 
ing will cost $30 per square foot. 


With a total area of 32,000 square feet 


on two floors, the building tentatively will 
cost $960,000. The cost will vary if the 
board decides to complete a first floor 
area currently planned for future ex- 
pansion. 


The library would face Benton Street 


with parking spaces shared with a bonk 
and shopping center to the west. 


"The library board would like this to 


bo as modest a referendum as possible," 
said Board Pres. Judith Gamoron. 


Mrs. Gomoron, and board member 


Gerald A. McElroy met earlier this 
month with Village Pres. Wendell Jones 
and acting village Mgr. James Bennett 
to discuss the referendum. 


More preschoolers enroll 
in new child-care center 


Ten more preschoolers are joining the 


children already enrolled In the newly 
opened Community Child Core Center of 
Palatine Township. 


The facility In tho Presbyterian Church 


of Palatine opened to the first 20 young- 
sters last week. The center Is operated 
by a not-for-profit corporation and in- 
cludes children from average and low- 
Income families. Needy families with 
preschoolers enrolled pay fees subsidized 
by Palatine Township. 


With the Increased enrollment, board 


members are searching for volunteers 
and part-time and full-time paid person- 
Mi. Township social worker Glnny John- 
son said yesterday the board is searching 
for people experienced In child care for 
tho full-time- position, which Involves 
working six hours a day. 


REGULAR VOLUNTEERS are needed 


for one day a week, four to six hours per 
day. 


The new children who started in the 


center this week were on a waiting list of 
youngsters. 


"We won't fill all the requests that 


we've had," Mrs. Johnson said of the 
recent expansion. But she encourages 
area parents to sign up their youngsters 
for the facility If they are interested, be- 
cause turnovers may occur or the center 
may be expanded again. 


The facility can accommodate 60 pre- 


schoolers under Its state guidelines. Par- 
ents pay up to $25 per week for the cen- 
ter, which includes care from 7 a.m. to 6 
p.m. five days a week.

Veto power 


House fails to override 


paramedic bill denial 


Despite last-minute lobbying, the U.S. House Wednesday 


failed by five votes to override President Nixon's veto of the 
Emergency Medical Services bill. 


The $185 million bill — approved by the U.S. Senate but 


called inflationary by Nixon — included funds to develop local 
paramedic programs. 


Both U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-12, and U.S. Rep. Sam 


Young, R-10, followed Republican leaders and supported the 
presidential veto. 


THE VETO WILL not affect current Northwest suburban 


paramedic programs because "our system is financed with 
local money," said Mrs. Jan Schwettmon of Inverness, on 
organizer of the medical projects. Bingo games, tax levies 
and civil defense fund-raising have financed the programs 
locally. 


"This will set the cause of emergency medicine back many 


years," she said. "It means we will not get grant money for 
research and expansion." 


"The only sure way is to do things by the grassroots," she 


said. "You can't count on federal funding. It bothers me to 
see people playing political football with peoples' lives." 


TEN ILLINOIS Republicans voted against a veto override. 


Ten state Democrats voted in favor of the bill. 


The House vote was 273 to 143. The Senate voled 77-to-16 on 


Aug. 1 to support the three-year bill that included funds for 
improved ambulance services, emergency room equipment 
and training of paramedics. 


"Until we are sure it Is possible to sustain the best possible 


programs and to weed out the weak ones, it is unwise to cre- 
ate a new one," Crane said. Congress is faced with a $21.68 
billion bill for financing 12 existing health programs and five 
other test projects.' 


A spokesman for Crane said that the veto was a method of 


stopping the growth of federal government programs that 
should be local Crone received between 35 and 40 letters with 
a 2-to-l margin opposing the President's veto. 


MRS. SCirWETTMAN met Tuesday night with a con- 


ventioning group of Florida and Alabama physicians who had 
returned from Washington to lobby for the bill.

Harper College will not get a new fleldhouse through a spe- 
cial legislative appropriation. 


Gov. Daniel Walker this week vetoed Senate Bill 1199, the 


bill which provided $1.65 million for Harper to replace the 
fieldhouse which was destroyed by fire last spring. The bill 
had been sponsored In the Illinois General Assembly by Rep. 
Eugenia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, and State Sen. David 
Regner, R-Mount Prospect. 


In his veto message, Walker said that approving the special 


appropriation "would undercut the priority system of the 
state Board of Higher Education." He also recommended that 
the board of higher education and the Illinois Junior College 
Board consider the Harper request for a new fleldhouse for 
the 1975 building budget. 


The Harper fieldhouse, a converted horse barn, was de- 


stroyed by fire in June. College officials have since been 
working on providing interim facilities for the physical educa- 
tion programs displaced by the Ore. 


HARPER PRES. Robert Lahti said he was disappointed by 


the governor's action and was particularly upset that college 
officials received no formal notice of the action. "We have 
found out that the staff of the board of higher education and 
the junior college board knew about this for several days, but 
no one called us. The governor and legislature have been 
very straightforward, but the staff of the two boards have 
been almost devious in dealing with the college." 


Lahti also said he would give the Harper board of trustees 


a report tonight on the Interim facilities and on how great a 
reduction In the physical education program has occurred 
because of the fire. The reduction, he said, "will be consid- 
erable."

Ron pursues hockey dream

Ron Byrne of Schaumburg bought a 


one-w«y plane ticket to the Pittsburgh 
Penqulns hockey tryout camp in Canada, 
but he's not worrying about getting back. 


Byrne, 25, left Saturday for the train- 


ing camp In Bradford, Ont., near To- 
ronto, in search of just about every Ca- 
nadian boy's dream — a chance to play 
in the National Hockey League. 


"You have to go there with a positive 


attitude or else there is no point In go- 
ing," laid Byrne, who played right wing 
last season for the one-year-old, scmipro 
Chicago Warriors. 


The young hockey enthusiast isn't 


thinking about what he will do If he is 
cut from the PitUburgh team. He's look- 
Ing toward a career In playing against 
the best hockey players In the world. 


BYRNE, WHO was.born in Sudbury, 


Ont, Canada, has been playing hockey 
since he was 5 years old; since he could 
learn to lace his ice skates. 


"It's Just about every Canadian's 


dream to play in the NHL," he said. 
"Just like In America kids want to play 
professional baseball or football." 


Byrne was the top scorer for the War- 


riors with 30 goals and 33 assists in the 
team's first year. He received a letter 
and telephone call from the Penguin's 
management Inviting him to try out at 
the training camp. 


The Canadian also had been Invited to 


try out for two hockey teams from the 
controversial World Hockey Association. 
But Byrne preferred to try to break into 
the established NHL. 


BYRNE ESTIMATED he will have to 


compete with about 75 other hopefuls. He 
added that about 22 would be kept — 
most playing with a farm team with fu- 
ture hopes of being called up, and the 
rest playing wlh the main team. 


Byrne took residency in the Chicago- 


land area after joining the Warriors. He 
moved in May to bis Schaumburg home 
at 1310 Wakeby Ln. 


But Byrne has been active in the 


Schaumburg Park District since winter. 
He assisted in the park district's hockey 
program and this summer was a mana- 
ger at Atcher Pool. 


He bos been teaching at an area hockey 


school and then working out four hours a 
day. 


"I'm getting in shape," he said. "My 


weight Is down about right." 


BYRNE NOTED that his IBS pounds, 


which is on a S-feet 11-Inch frame, Is the 
same ploying weight of hockey's premier 
dcfcnscman, Bobby Orr. 


Byrne did not pattern his ploy after 


any particular hockey player as Ameri- 
can youths often do with favorite base- 
ball stars. But, he has always wanted to 
play hockey with the immortal Gordie 
Howe. 


Ho said the starting pay of a NHL 


hockey player is about $20,000 a year. As 
scmipro, he corned about $200 a week for 
the season. 


The Warriors took first place in the 


southern division of the United States 
League. Byrne finished 10th in the league « 
In scoring. 


"We were luclsy last year," he said. 


"We were one of the most, popular fran- 
chises." 


ABOUT 6.0M persons .attended the 


games at the Chicago Stadium. The War- 
riors usually traveled by plane, rather 
than the traditional travel of the semi- 
pros—buses. 


Byrne played minor league hockey, 


which be compared to America's little 
league baseball. From there, he went on 
to high school hockey and junior league 
hockey. 


Byrne went on a hockey scholarship to 


Lake Superior State College In Michigan. 
He graduated with a degree In history 
and sociology.

"There will be certain 'goals' in mind 


during the camp," Byrne said. "I think 
I'm ready."

Mayors to support low-income housing 


A suburban mayors' coalition will back 


voluntary low and 
moderate-Income 


housing despite a federal court ruling 
that eliminated a threat of forced public 
homing In the suburbs. 


The mayors will reveal details of the 


suburban housing plan on Oct. 1. 


A federal court Judge's refusal Tues- 


day to order the Chicago Housing Au- 
thority (CHA) to build low Income hous- 
ing In the suburbs will have little effect 
on the plan, according to Jack Pahl who 
formed the coalition two years ago. 


"Another suit can always be filed," 


Pahl noted, pointing to similar suits in 
other areas of the country. 


TUB 12 MAYORS first got together to 


draft the voluntary plan as an alterna- 
tive to court-ordered distribution of low- 
Income housing In suburban areas. 


The major threat came from a suit 


filed by the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) against the CHA and the 
federal department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD). The ACLU had 
proposed a ruling in the suit which would 
have forced suburbs to either build low- 
income housing units hi their commu- 
nities equal to 2 per cent of the number 
of existing apartments and single family 
houses or to allow the Chicago Housing 
Authority to build low-income units equal 
to 4 per cent of the number of existing 
dwelling units in the suburb. 


U. S. District Court Judge Richard 


Austin Monday refused to issue the 
ACLU's proposed ruling. Austin said the 
proposal went "far beyond the Issues" of 
the original suit, which involved only the 
City of Chicago. 


The judge said allowing the CHA to 


build public housing in the suburbs would 
"let the principal offender, the CHA, 
avoid the politically distasteful task be- 
fore it by passing off its problems onto 
the suburbs." 


THE MAYORS' voluntary plan is being 


drafted under the auspices of the Hous- 
ing Coalition of the Leadership Council 
for Metropolitan Open Communities and 
the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission (NIPC). Pahl is an NIPC com- 
missioner and former president of Elk 
Grove Village. 


The t w o organizations collected 


$155,000 in federal and state funds and In 
private foundation funds for the prepara- 
tion of the plan which Pahl said will be 
revealed to the public at an Oct. 1 press 
conference. 


One of the mayors on the coalition is 


Mount Prospect Village Pres. Robert 
Telchert. 


Teichert said yesterday he thinks Aus- 


tin's ruling will have little effect on the 
plan. "It doesn't change the main con- 
cept of the group. Whether you are talk- 
ing defensively or morals, what we real- 
ly were concerned about is the status of 
housing in our communities." 


TEICHERT SAID the ACLU suit was 


"only one facet" of the housing problems 
which led to the mayors coalition form- 
ing two years ago. He said the plan to be 
released Oct. 1 will in no way commit 
local communities or even the mayors 
who participated In drafting it. 


Judge Austin's Monday ruling might 


even result In a demand for more moder- 


' ate Income housing hi the suburban area, 
the executive director of the Metropoli- 
tan Housing Development Corp. (MHDC) 
said yesterday. 


The MHDC, a non-profit corporation, is 


suing the Village of Arlington Heights to 
get zoning for a moderate income town- 
house project east of St. Viator High 
School. Executive Director Sal Ferrara 
said Austin's ruling will have no effect 
on the MHDC's proposed Lincoln Green 
in Arlington Heights. 


Ferrara said, in fact, the ruling will 


have no effect whatsoever on moderate 
income housing or other forms of subsi- 
dized housing because those housing 
projects don't require special approval 
by the local governmental unit as is re- 
quired for low-Income housing projects.

to attempt to account for the loss of al- 
most 60 million gallons of water last 
year. 


The city council Tuesday authorized an 


expenditure not to exceed $728 for the 
Volpo and Company accounting firm of 
Whcaton to review ISO water meter read- 
Ing samples from throughout the city. 
The samples were taken from meter 
readings last year. The study will com- 
pare tho 1972 readings to 1970 readings In 
an attempt to determine where the water 
Is being lost. 


Residents currently pay 63 cents per 


1,000 gallons of water for the first 20,000 
gallons used, 33 cents for each 1,000 gal- 
lons from 100,000 to 200,000 gallons, and 
23 cents for each 1,000 more than 200,000 
gallons per month. 


If tho 60-mllllon.gallon loss figure Is 


correct, It means the city could have lost 
up to $37,800 In water fees last year. 


ALD. STEPHEN Ebcrhard (3rd), who 


has headed various water study com- 
mittees In tho city and who requested the 
survey, said figures show some 60 mil- 
lion gallons of water were not recorded 
on meter readings last year. Ho said 
some of tho loss could have occurred 
from 39 water line breaks last year. The 
breaks occurred In water mains or In 
service lines from water mains to homes.

Veto power 


House fails to override 


paramedic bill denial 


Despite last-minute lobbying, the U.S. House Wednesday 


failed by five votes to override President Nixon's veto of the 
Emergency Medical Sendees bill 


The $185 million bill — approved by the U.S. Senate but 


called inflationary by Nixon — included funds to develop local 
paramedic programs. 


Both U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-12, and U.S. Rep. Sam 


Young, R-10, followed Republican leaders and supported the 
presidential veto. 


THE VETO WILL not affect current Northwest suburban 


paramedic programs because "our system is financed with 
local money," said Mrs. Jan Schwettman of Inverness, on 
organizer of the medical projects. Bingo games, tax levies 
and civil defense fund-raising have financed the programs 
locally. 


"This will set the cause of emergency medicine back many 


years," she said. "It means we will not get grant money for 
research and expansion." 


"The only sure way is to do things by the grassroots," she 


said. "You can't count on federal funding. It bothers me to 
see people playing political football with peoples' lives." 


TEN ILLINOIS Republicans voted against a veto override. 


Ten state Democrats voted In favor of the bill. 


The House vote was 273 to 143. The Senate voted 77-to-16 on 


Aug. 1 to support the three-year bill that Included funds for 
improved ambulance services, emergency room equipment 
and training of paramedics. 


"Until we are sure It is possible to sustain the best possible 


programs and to weed out the weak ones, It is unwise to cre- 
ate a new one," Crane said. Congress is faced with a $21.68 
billion bill for financing 12 existing health programs and five 
other test projects. 


A spokesman for Crane said that the veto was a method of 


stopping the growth of federal government programs that 
should be local Crane received between 35 and 40 letters with 
a 2-to-l margin opposing the President's veto. 


MRS. SCHWETTMAN met Tuesday night with a con- 


ventionlng group of Florida and Alabama physicians who had 
returned from Washington to lobby for the bill. United Press 
International reported "intensive" last-minute lobbying from 
the administration to support the veto and from outside or- 
ganizations, such as the League of Cities and the Conference 
of Mayors, to override. 


JVo funds for Harper gym; 


athletic cutbacks seen 


Harper College will not get a new fieldhouse through a spe- 
cial legislative appropriation. 


Gov. Daniel Walker this week vetoed Senate Bill 1199, the 


bill which provided $1.65 million for Harper to replace the 
fieldhouse which was destroyed by fire last spring. The bill 
had been sponsored in the Illinois General Assembly by Rep. 
Eugenia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, and State Sen. David 
Regner, R-Mount Prospect. 


In his veto message, Walker said that approving the special 


appropriation "would undercut the priority system of the 
state Board of Higher Education." He also recommended that 
the board of higher education and the Illinois Junior College 
Board consider the Harper request for a new fieldhouse for 
the 1975 building budget 


The Harper fieldhouse, a converted horse barn, was de- 


stroyed by fire in June. College officials have since been 
working on providing interim facilities for the physical educa- 
tion programs displaced by the fire. 


HARPER PRES. Robert Lahti said he was disappointed by 


the governor's action and was particularly upset that college 
officials received no formal notice of the action. "We have 
found out that the staff of the board of higher education and 
the junior college board knew about this for several days, but 
no one called us. The governor and legislature have been 
very straightforward, but the staff of the two boards have 
been almost devious in dealing with the college." 


Lahtl also said be would give the Harper board of trustees 


a report tonight on the Interim facilities and on how great a 
reduction in the physical education program has occurred 
because of the fire. The reduction, he said, "will be consid- 
erable."

Ron pursues hockey dream

Ron Byrne of Schaumburg bought a 


one-way plane ticket to the Pittsburgh 
Penquins hockey tryout camp In Canada, 
but he's not worrying about getting back. 


Byrne, 23, left Saturday for the train- 


ing camp in Bradford, Out, near To- 
ronto, In March of just about every Ca- 
nadian boy's dream — a chance to play 
In the National Hockey League. 


"You have to go there with a positive 


attitude or «Ue there is no point in go- 
Ing," said Byrne, who played right wing 
last season for the one-year-old, semipro 
Chicago Warriors. 


The young hockey enthusiast Isn't 


thinking about what he will do If he is 
cut from the Pittsburgh team. He's look- 
Ing toward a career in playing against 
the best hockey players In the world. 


BYRNE, WHO was born in Sudbury, 


Ont., Canada, has been playing hockey 
since he was 5 years old; since he could 
learn to lace his ice skates. 


"It's 
just about every Canadian's 


dream to play in the NHL," he said. 
"Just like in America kids want to play 
professional baseball or football." 


Byrne was the top scorer for the War- 


riors with 30 goals and 33 assists in the 
team's first year. He received a letter 
and telephone call from the Penguin's 
management Inviting him to try out at 
the training camp. 


The Canadian also had been invited to 


try out for two hockey teams from the 
controversial World Hockey Association. 
But Byrne preferred to try to break Into 
the established NHL. 


BYRNE ESTIMATED he will have to 


compete with about 75 other hopefuls. He 
added that about 22 would be kept — 
most playing with a farm team with fu- 
ture hopes of being called up, and the 
rest playing wih the main team. 


Byrne took residency In the Chicago- 


land area after joining the Warriors. He 
moved In May to his Schaumburg home 
at 1310 Wakcby Ln. 


But Byrne has been active in the 


Schaumburg Park District since winter. 
He assisted in the park district's hockey 
program and this summer was a mana- 
ger at Atcher Pool. 


Ho has been teaching at an area hockey 


school and then working out four hours a 
day. 


"I'm getting In shape," he said. "My 


weight is down about right" 


BYRNE NOTED that his 185 pounds, 


which Is on a 5-feet 11-Inch frame, is the 
same playing weight of hockey's premier 
defenseman, Bobby Orr. 


Byrne did not pattern his play after 


any particular hockey player as Ameri- 
can youths often do with favorite base- 
ball stars. But, he has always wanted to 
play hockey with the immortal Gordle 
Howe. 


He said the starting pay of a NHL 


hockey player is about $20,000 a year. As 
semipro, he earned about $200 a week for 
the season. 


The Warriors took first place in the 


southern division of the United States 
League. Byrne finished 10th In the league 
in scoring. 


"We were lucky last year," be said. 


"We were one of the most popular fran- 
chises." 


ABOUT 8,000 persons attended the 


gomes at the Chicago Stadium. The War- 
riors usually traveled by plane, rather 
than the traditional travel of the semi- 
pros — buses. 


Byrne played minor' league hockey, 


which he compared to America's little 
league baseball. From there, he went on 
to high school hockey and junior league 
hockey. 


Byrne went on a hockey scholarship to 


Lake Superior State College in Michigan. 
He graduated with a degree In history 
and sociology. 


"There will be certain 'goals' in mind 


during the camp," Byrne said. "I think 
I'm ready."

Federal courts deny forced programs 
Mayors to support low-income housing 


A suburban mayors' coalition will back 


voluntary 
low and 
moderate-Income 


housing despite a federal court ruling 
that eliminated n threat of forced public 
housing In the suburbs. 


The mayors will reveal details of the 


suburban housing plan on Oct. 1. 


A federal court judge's refusal Tues- 


day to order the Chicago Housing Au- 
thority (CHA) to build low income nous* 
Ing in the suburbs will have little effect 
on the plan, according to Jack Pahl who 
formed the coalition two years ago. 


"Another suit can always be filed," 


Pahl noted, pointing to similar suits in 
other areas of the country. 


THE 12 MAYORS first got together to 


draft the voluntary plan as an alterna- 
tive to court-ordered distribution of low- 
Income housing in suburban areas. 


The major threat came from a suit 


filed by the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) against the CHA and the 
federal department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD). The ACLU had 
proposed a ruling in the suit which would 
have forced suburbs to either build low- 
income housing units in their commu- 
nities equal to 2 per cent of the number 
of existing apartments and single family 
houses or to allow the Chicago Housing 
Authority to build low-Income units equal 
to 4 per cent of the number of existing 
dwelling units in the suburb.

even result In a demand for more moder- 


ate income housing in the suburban area, 
the executive director of the Metropoli- 
tan Housing Development Corp. (MHDC) 
said yesterday. 


The MHDC, a non-profit corporation, is 


suing the Village of Arlington Heights to 
get zoning for a moderate income town- 
house project east of St. Viator High 
School. Executive Director Sal Ferrara 
said Austin's ruling will have no effect 
on the MHDC's proposed Lincoln Green 
in Arlington Heights. 


Ferrara said, in fact, the ruling will 


have no effect whatsoever on moderate 
income housing or other forms of subsi- 
dized housing because those housing 
projects don't require special approval 
by the local governmental unit as is re- 
quired for low-income housing projects.

paramedic bill denial 


Despite last-minute lobbying, the U.S. House Wednesday 


failed by five votes to override President Nixon's veto of the 
Emergency Medical Services bill. 


The $185 million bill — approved by the U.S. Senate but 


called inflationary by Nixon — included funds to develop local 
paramedic programs. 


Both U.S. Rep. Philip Crone, R-12, and U.S. Rep. Sam 


Young, R-10, followed Republican leaders and supported the 
presidential veto. 


THE VETO WILL not affect current Northwest suburban 


paramedic programs because "our system is financed with 
local money," said Mrs. Jan Schwettmon of Inverness, an 
organizer of the medical projects. Bingo games, tax levies 
and civil defense fund-raising have financed the programs 
locally. 
"This will set the cause of emergency medicine back many 


years," she said. "It means we will not get grant money for 
research and expansion." 


"The only sure way is to do things by the grassroots," she 


said. "You can't count on federal funding. It bothers me to 
see people playing political football with peoples' lives." 


TEN ILLINOIS Republicans voted against a veto override. 


Ten state Democrats voted in favor of the bill. 


The House vote was 273 to 143. The Senate voted 77-to-16 on 


Aug. 1 to support' the three-year bill that Included funds for 
improved ambulance services, emergency room equipment 
and training of paramedics. 


"Until we are sure it is possible to sustain the best possible 


programs and to weed out the weak ones, It is unwise to cre- 
ate a new one," Crane said. Congress is faced with a $21.68 
billion bill for financing 12 existing health programs and five 
other test projects. 


A spokesman for Crone said that the veto was a method of 


stopping the growth of federal government programs that 
should be local. Crane received between 35 and 40 letters with 
a 2-to-l margin opposing the President's veto. 


MRS. SCHWETTMAN met Tuesday night with a "con- 


ventioning group of Florida and Alabama physicians who had 
returned from Washington to lobby for the bill. United Press 
International reported "Intensive" last-minute lobbying from 
the administration to support the veto and from outside or- 
ganizations, such as the League of Cities and the Conference 
of Mayors, to override.

athletic cutbacks seen 


Harper College will not get a new fleldhouse through a spe- 
cial legislative appropriation. 


Gov. Daniel Walker this week vetoed Senate Bill 1199, the 


bill which provided $1.65 million for Harper to replace the 
fleldhouse which was destroyed by fire last spring. The bill 
had been sponsored in the Illinois General Assembly by Rep. 
Eugenia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, and State Sen. David 
Regner, R-Mount Prospect. 


In his veto message, Walker said that approving the special 


appropriation "would undercut the priority system of the 
state Board of Higher Education." He also recommended that 
the board of higher education and the Illinois Junior College 
Board consider the Harper request for a new fieldbouse for 
the 1975 building budget 


The Harper fleldhouse, a converted horse barn, was de- 


stroyed by fire in June. College officials have since been 
working on providing interim facilities for the physical educa- 
tion programs displaced by the Ore. 


HARPER PRES. Robert Lahti said he was disappointed by 


the governor's action and was particularly upset that college 
officials received no formal notice of the action. "We have 
found out that the staff of the board of higher education and 
the junior college board knew about this for several days, but 
no one called us. The governor and legislature have been 
very straightforward, but the staff of the two boards have 
been almost devious in dealing with the college." 


Lahti also said he would give the Harper board of trustees 


a report tonight on the interim facilities and on how great a 
reduction in the physical education program has occurred 
because of the fire. The reduction, he said,' "will be consid- 
erable."

The residents had alleged 
that the planned facilities would Interfere 
with their privacy. 


The residents wanted the parking lot to 


be right next to the athletic fields and a 
larger buffer zone between the athletic 
activities and their houses along Glen 
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Lake Road. 


Kosrow said he and several other per- 


sons circulated petitions and gathered 
about 250 signatures from persons who 
"were concerned with what was going on 
in the park." 


He added that he did not know of plans 


for the park until recently. 


"I DON'T FEEL there are that many 


people who are angry about this," Mrs. 
Brunke said. "If they signed a list, no- 
body bothered to ask us." 


She said she "couldn't truthfully say" 


how many resident's aren't disgruntled 
with the park district. 


Mrs. Brunke added that when she se- 


lected her house lot, Hoffman-Rosner, 
the home builder, had a preliminary plan 
for recreational fields in the nearby 40- 
acre area. 


"We knew what was going Into the 


park when we moved hi," she said. 


Kosrow said he never saw such a plan 


and added that there had been many 
plans for the park until final details were 
laid out in April 1973. 


"What does he think a park Is for?" 


Mrs. Brunke said. 


Kosrow has maintained that the plans 


for the park would create a sports com- 
plex and not an open recreational place 
for the community.

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Federal courts deny forced programs 
Mayors to support low-income housing 


A suburban mayors' coalition will back 


voluntary low and moderate-income 
housing despite a federal court ruling 
that eliminated a threat of forced public 
housing In the suburbs. 


The mayors will reveal details of the 


suburban housing plan on Oct. 1. 


A federal court judge's refusal Tues- 


day to order the Chicago Housing Au- 
thority (CMA) to build low income hous- 
ing In tho suburbs will have little effect 
on the plan, according to Jack Pahl who 
formed the coalition two years ago. 


"Another suit can always be filed," 


Pahl noted, pointing to similar suits in 
other areas of the country. 


THE 12 MAYORS first got together to 


draft the voluntary plan as an alterna- 
tive to court-ordered distribution of low- 
Income housing In suburban areas. 


The major threat came from a suit 


filed by the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) against the CHA and the 
federal department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD). The ACLU had 
proposed a ruling in the suit which would 
have forced suburbs to either build low- 
income housing units in their commu- 
nities equal to 2 per cent of the number 
of existing apartments and single family 
houses or to allow the Chicago Housing 
Authority to build low-income units equal 
to 4 per cent of the number of existing 
dwelling units in the suburb. 


U. S. District Court Judge Richard 


Austin Monday refused to issue the 
ACLU's proposed ruling. Austin said the 
proposal went "far beyond the issues" of 
the original suit, which involved only the 
City of Chicago. 


The judge said allowing the CHA to 


build public housing in the suburbs would 
"let the principal offender, the CHA, 
avoid the politically distasteful task be- 
fore It by passing off its problems onto 
the suburbs." 


THE MAYORS' voluntary plan is being 


drafted under the auspices of the Hous- 
ing Coalition of the Leadership Council 
for Metropolitan Open Communities and 
the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission (NIPC). Pahl is an NIPC com- 
missioner and former president of Elk 
Grove Village. 


The two 
organizations collected 


$155,000 in federal and state funds and In 
private foundation funds for the prepara- 
tion of the plan which Pahl said will be 
revealed to the public at an Oct. 1 press 
conference. 


One of the mayors on the coalition is 


Mount Prospect Village Fres. Robert 
Telchert 


Teichert said yesterday he thinks Aus- 


tin's ruling will have little effect on the 
plan. "It doesn't change the main con- 
cept of the group. Whether you are talk- 
Ing defensively or morals, what we real- 
ly were concerned about is the status of 
housing In our communities." 


TEICHERT SAID the ACLU suit was 


"only one facet" of the housing problems 
which led to the mayors coalition form- 
ing two years ago. He said the plan to be 
released Oct. l will In no way commit 
local communities or even the mayors 
who participated in drafting it. 


Judge Austin's Monday ruling might 


even result in a demand for more moder- 


ate Income housing in the suburban area, 
the executive director of the Metropoli- 
tan Housing Development Corp. (MHDC) 
said yesterday. 


The MHDC, a non-profit corporation, Is 


suing the Village of Arlington Heights to 
get zoning for a moderate income town- 
house project east of St. Viator High 
School. Executive Director Sal Ferrara 
said Austin's ruling will have no effect 
on the MHDC's proposed Lincoln Green 
in Arlington Heights. 


Ferrara said, In fact, the ruling will 


have no effect whatsoever on moderate 
income housing or other forms of subsi- 
dized housing because those housing 
projects don't require special approval 
by the local governmental unit as is re- 
quired for tow-income housing projects. 


Ex-mayoral candidate's idea 
$25 annual apartment fee proposed 


Licensing of all apartments at a $25 


annual fee In Mount Prospect was pro- 
posed this week by Michael Mlnton, de- 
feated candidate In last April's mayoral 
election. 


Minion told the village board Tuesday 


the licensing, which would not apply to 
condominium apartments, could raise be- 
tween $75.000 and $125,000 a year.

Teachers approve new pact 


Teachers in Mount Prospect Dlst. 57 


have overwhelmingly approved a con- 
tract that amounts to a $300 raise for 
first-year teachers. 


In voting yesterday, the response was 


heavily in favor of tho contract for 1873- 
74, according to Dave Johnson, president 
of the Mount Prospect Education Associ- 
ation. "Tho teachers are very pleased 
with tho package," Johnson said. 


Tho contract Is an estimated 6.8 per 


cent increase, according to William Jiol- 
loway, chairman of tho Dlst. 57 negotiat- 
ing committee and board member. He 
said tho Increase includes raises that 
were already granted on the basis of 
longevity with the district and education 
achievements of tho teachers. That 
agreement was announced last week. 


Under the contract, teachers with two 


to six years of experience will receive a 
$400 raise and teachers with seven-12 
years will get $300. 


UNDER AN OPTIONAL program new 


to the district, teachers with 13-18 years 
of experience who meet certain educa- 
tion requirements will receive the $500 
raise with an optional $100 to be given 
on a performance contract basis. 


Holloway said the option means a 


teacher will have to agree on certain 
educational goals in advance, and when 
tho goals are attained, the extra money 
will be paid. He added that the board 
team was very pleased with the option. 
"I think it was a good negotiation," he 
said. About 40 teachers will qualify for 
tho option.

west of the state highway. At least part 
of the property was annexed solely to 
prevent its annexation by Des Plalnes, 
according to village officials. 


The annexations also led to Mount 


Prospect's first 4 a.m. liquor license. 


The major portion of the annexed prop- 


erties, 15.S acres, fronts on Elmhurst 
Road and is the proposed location of a 
shopping center to be built by Naredel 
Inc. of California. The property also has 
some frontage on the south side of Algon- 
quin Road. The annexation was volun- 
tary. 


The remainder of the annexations were 


a continuation of the land-grabbing tussle 
b e t w e e n Mount Prospect and Des 
Plalnes in the Elmhurst Road area north 
of the Northwest Tollway. 


AS PART OF the Naredel annexation, 


Mount Prospect also took in the Windigo 
Motel, Captain's Steak Joynt and Blar- 
ney Stone Inn, all located at the south- 
west corner of the Elmhurst-Algonquln 
intersection. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Tel- 


chert said the three existing commercial 
operations were not a part of the original 
annexation petition but were added later 
at landowner Herman Procter's request. 
Telchert said Prueter did not want his 
property in Des Plalnes and felt Des 
Flames' annexations on the northwest 
corner of the Intersection made it likely 
his property would be annexed to Des 
Plalnes next 


In the second annexation, Mount Pros- 


pect Involuntarily annexed the 2.83 acres 
on which Keolyn Plastics Inc. is located. 
The land. Is south of Algonquin Road and 
just west of the Prueter property. After 
the first annexation, Mount Prospect 
completely surrounds the Keolyn proper- 
•ty. 


BECAUSE THE Blarney Stone Inn and 


Captain's Steak Joynt already had liquor 
licenses under Cook County jurisdiction, 
the village board was forced by law to 
create village liquor licenses for them. A 
new category of license, "L," was 
created for Captain's Steak Joynt The 


license permits a 4 a.m. closing Monday 
through Saturday. The village's latest li- 
cense prior to this was 3 a.m. on week- 
ends and 2 a.m. on weekdays. 


The fee for the new license was set at 


$2,000 by the board, although Teichert 
and Trustee George B. Anderson had 
suggested a fee of $3,000. 


The board also rezoned the Naredel 


property for commercial use. Zoning 
hearings on the three commercial prop- 
erties, which have now become legal but 
non-conforming uses, will be Sept. 27.

House fails to override 


paramedic bill denial 


Despite last-minute lobbying, the U.S. House Wednesday 


failed by five votes to override President Nixon's veto of the 
Emergency Medical Services bill. 


The $185 million bill — approved by the U.S. Senate but 


called inflationary by Nixon — Included funds to develop local 
paramedic programs. 


Both'U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-12, and U.S. Rep. Sam 


Young, R-10, followed Republican leaders and supported the 
presidential veto. 


THE VETO WILL not affect current Northwest suburban 


paramedic programs because "our system is financed with 
local money," said Mrs. Jan Schwettman of Inverness, an 
organizer of the medical projects. Bingo games, tax levies 
and civil defense fund-raising have financed the programs 
locally. 


"This will set the cause of emergency medicine back many 


years," she said. "It means we will not get grant money for 
research and expansion." 


"The only sure way Is to do things by the grassroots," she 


said. "You can't count on federal funding. It bothers me to 
see people playing political football with peoples' lives." 


TEN ILLINOIS Republicans voted against a veto override. 


Ten state Democrats voted in favor of the bill. 


The House vote was 273 to 143. The Senate voted 77-to-ls on 


Aug. 1 to support tho three-year bill that included funds for 
improved ambulance services, emergency room equipment 
and training of paramedics. 


"Until we are sure it Is possible to sustain the best possible 


programs and to weed out the weak ones, it is unwise to cre- 
ate a new one," Crane said. Congress is faced with a $21.68 
billion bill for financing 12 existing health programs and five 
other test projects. 


A spokesman for Crane said that the veto was a method of 


stopping the growth of federal government programs that 
should be local. Crane received between 35 and 40 letters with 
a 2-to-l margin opposing the President's veto. 


MRS. SCHWETTMAN met Tuesday night with a con- 


ventioning group of Florida and Alabama physicians who had 
returned from Washington to lobby for the bill. United Press 
International reported "intensive" last-minute lobbying from 
the administration to support the veto and from outside or- 
ganizations, sueh'as the League of Cities and the Conference 
of Mayors, to override.

athletic cutbacks seen 


Harper College will not get a new fieldhouse through a spe- 
cial legislative appropriation. 


Gov. Daniel Walker this week vetoed Senate Bill 1199, the 


bill which provided $1.65 million for Harper to replace the 
fieldhouse which was destroyed by fire last spring. The bill 
had been sponsored in the Illinois General Assembly by Rep. 
Eugenia Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights, and State Sen. David 
Regner, R-Mount Prospect. 


In his veto message, Walker said that approving the special 


appropriation "would undercut the priority system of the 
state Board of Higher Education." He also recommended that 
the board of higher education and the Illinois Junior College 
Board consider the Harper request for a new fieldhouse for 
the 1975 building budget 


The Harper fieldhouse, a converted horse barn, was de- 


stroyed by fire in June. College officials have since been 
working on providing interim facilities for the physical educa- 
tion programs displaced by the fire. 


HARPER PRES. Robert Lahtl said he was disappointed by 


the governor's action and was particularly upset that college 
officials received no formal notice of the action. "We have 
found out that the staff of the board of higher education and 
the junior college board knew about this for several days, but 
no one called us. The governor and legislature have been 
very straightforward, but the staff of the two boards have 
been almost devious in dealing with the college." 


Lahtl also said be would give the Harper board of trustees 


a report tonight on the Interim facilities and on how great a 
reduction to the physical education program has occurred 
because of the fire. The reduction, he said, "will be consid- 
erable."

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Federal courts deny forced programs 
Mayors to support low-income housing 


A suburban mayors' coalition will back 


voluntary low and 
moderate-Income 


housing despite a federal court ruling 
that eliminated a threat ot forced public 
housing In the suburbs. 


The mayors will reveal details of the 


suburban housing plan on Oct. 1. 


A federal court Judge's refusal Tues- 


day to order the Chicago Housing Au- 
thority (CHA) to build low income hous- 
ing In the suburbs will have little effect 
on the plan, according to Jack Pnhl who 
formed the coalition two years ago. 


"Another suit can always be filed," 


Pahl noted, pointing to similar suits in 
other areas of the country. 


THE 12 MAYORS first got together to 


draft the voluntary plan as an alterna- 
tive to court-ordered distribution of low- 
income housing in suburban areas. 


The major threat came from a suit 


filed by the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) against the CHA and the 
federal department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development (HUD). The ACLU had 
proposed a ruling in the suit which would 
have forced suburbs to either build low- 
income housing units, in their commu- 
nities equal to 2 per cent of the number 
of existing apartments and single family 
houses or to allow the Chicago Housing 
Authority to build low-income units equal 
to 4 per cent of the number of existing 
dwelling units In the suburb. 


U. S. District Court Judge Richard 


Austin Monday refused to issue the 
ACLU's proposed ruling. Austin said the 
proposal went "for beyond the issues" of 
the original suit, which Involved only the 
City of Chicago. 


The Judge said allowing the CHA to 


build public housing In the suburbs would 
"let the principal offender, the CHA, 
avoid the politically distasteful task be- 
fore it by passing off its problems onto 
the suburbs." 


THE MAYORS' voluntary plan is being 


drafted under the auspices of the Hous- 
ing Coalition of the Leadership Council 
for Metropolitan Open Communities and 
the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission (NIPC). Pahl Is an NIPC com- 
missioner and former president of Elk 
Grove Village. 


The two organizations collected 


$155,000 in federal and state funds and In 
private foundation funds for the prepara- 
tion of the plan which Pahl said will be 
revealed to the public at an Oct. 1 press 
conference. 


One of the mayors on the coalition is 


Mount Prospect Village Pres. Robert 
Teichert. 


Teichert said yesterday he thinks Aus- 


tin's ruling will have little effect on the 
plan. "It doesn't change the main con- 
cept of the group. Whether you are talk- 
ing defensively or morals, what we real- 
ly were concerned about is the status of 
housing in our communities." 


TEICHERT SAID the ACLU suit was 


"only one facet" of the housing problems 
which led to the mayors coalition form- 
ing two years ago. He said the plan to be 
released Oct. 1 will in no way commit 
local communities or even the mayors 
who participated in drafting it. 


Judge Austin's Monday ruling might 


even result In a demand for more moder- 


ate income housing in the suburban area, 
the executive director of the Metropoli- 
tan Housing Development Corp. (MHDC) 
said yesterday. 


The MHDC, a non-profit corporation, Is 


suing the Village of Arlington Heights to 
get zoning for a moderate income town- 
house project east of St. Viator High 
School. Executive Director Sal Ferrara 
said Austin's ruling will have no effect 
on the MHDC's proposed Lincoln Green 
in Arlington Heights. 


Ferrara said, in fact, the ruling will 


have no effect whatsoever on moderate 
Income housing or other forms of subsi- 
dized housing because those housing 
projects don't require special approval 
by the local governmental unit as is re- 
quired for low-income housing projects. 


Anticipating trash contract rencival 
Laseke purchases new equipment

The Laseke Disposal Co. apparently 


has spent thousands of dollars on new 
equipment In anticipation of an extension 
of Its exclusive contract with the Village 
of Arlington Heights, a prospect that now 
appears uncertain at best. 


The- company's decision to make In- 


vestments In now equipment could lead 
to a court challenge to block any move 
that would award the garbage collection 
contract to another scavenger. 


Vlllago officials recently received two 


new bids for the right to collect trash in 
Arlington Heights after the present 
agreement with Laseke 
expires in 


January. 


Both bids were for a continuation of 


the current schedule of twice-weekly 
back-door pick up and both were lower 
than Lascke's proposed rate of $5,53. The 
new bids, of $4.63 and $5.13, are now 
being studied by the village board's fi- 
nance committee. 


HENRY LASEKE, president of the La- 


scko Disposal Co., could not bo reached 
for comment yesterday on whether he 
hod gone ahead with previously dis- 
cussed plans to buy several new garbage 
trucks. 


But village sources indicated that the 


equipment had been contracted for. An- 


other source said six trucks had been or- 
dered at a cost of $32,000 each. 


Prior to the announcement Tuesday 


night of the two new bids, Laseke Dis- 
posal had been the only, scavenger to bid 
on back-door, twice-a-week service, and 
a five-year continuation of its village 
contract appeared certain. 


THAT APPARENT likelihood was 


reinforced In July when the village board 
voted to accept Laseke's proposed rate of 
$5.53. 


At the close of a May 9 meeting with 


the finance committee, Laseke said there 
was a need to buy new equipment and 
asked the trustees whether the contract 


Residents want pickup of large items

House f aUs to override 


paramedic bill denial 


Despite last-minute lobbying, the U.S. House Wednesday 


failed by five votes to override President Nixon's veto of the 
Emergency Medical Services bill 


The $185 million bill — approved by the U.S. Senate but 


called inflationary by Nixon — Included funds to develop local 
paramedic programs. 


Both U.S. Rep. Philip Crane, R-12, and U.S. Rep. Sam 


Young, R-10, followed Republican leaders and supported the 
presidential veto. 


THE VETO WILL not affect current Northwest suburban 


paramedic programs because "our system is financed with 
local money," said Mrs. Jan Schwettman of Inverness, an 
organizer of the medical projects. Bingo games, tax levies 
and civil defense fund-raising have financed the programs 
locally. 


"This will set the cause of emergency medicine back many 


years," she said. "It means we will not get grant money for 
research and expansion." 


"The only sure way is to do things by the grassroots," she 


said. "You can't count on federal funding. It bothers me to 
see people playing political football with peoples' lives." 


TEN ILLINOIS Republicans voted against a veto override. 


Ten state Democrats voted in favor of the bill. 


The House vote was 273 to 143. The Senate voted 77-to-16 on 


Aug. 1 to support the three-year bill that included funds for 
improved ambulance services, emergency room equipment 
and training of paramedics. 


"Until we are sure it is possible to sustain the best possible 


programs and to weed out the weak ones, it is unwise to cre- 
ate a new one," Crane said. Congress is faced with a $21.68 
billion bill for financing 12 existing health programs and five 
other test projects. 


A spokesman for Crane said that the veto was a method of 


stopping the growth of federal government programs that 
should be local. Crane received between 35 and 40 letters with 
a 2-to-l margin opposing the President's veto. 


MRS. SCHWETTMAN met Tuesday night with a con- 


ventioning group of Florida and Alabama physicians who had 
returned from Washington to lobby for the bill. United Press 
International reported "Intensive" last-minute lobbying from 
the administration to support the veto and from outside or- 
ganizations, such as the League of Cities and the Conference 
of Mayors, to override. 


JVo funds for Harper gym; 


athletic cutbacks seen 


Harper College will not get a new fieldhouse through a spe- 
cial legislative appropriation. 


Gov. Daniel Walker this week vetoed Senate Bill 1199, the 


bill which provided $1.65 million for Harper to replace the 
fieldhouse which was destroyed by fire last spring. The bill 
had been sponsored in the Illinois General Assembly by Rep. 
Eugenia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, and State Sen. David 
Regner, R-Mount Prospect. 


In his veto message, Walker said that approving the special 


appropriation "would undercut the priority system of the 
state Board of Higher Education." He also recommended that 
the board of higher education and the Illinois Junior College 
Board consider the Harper request for a new fieldhouse for 
the 1975 building budget 


The Harper fieldhouse, a converted horse barn, was de- 


stroyed by fire in June. College officials have since been 
working on providing interim facilities for the physical educa- 
tion programs displaced by the fire. 


HARPER PRES. Robert Lahti said he was disappointed by 


the governor's action and was particularly upset that college 
officials received no formal notice of the action. "We have 
found out that the staff of the board of higher education and 
the junior college board knew about this for several days, but 
no one called us. The governor and legislature have been 
very straightforward, but the staff of the two boards have 
been almost devious in dealing with the college." 


Lahti also said he would give the Harper board of trustees 


a report tonight on the interim facilities and on how great a 
reduction in the physical education program has occurred 
because of the fire. The reduction, he said, "will be consid- 
erable."

Behind the all-business superintendent 


dressed in a suit and tie at a Dlst. 21 
school board meeting is o guy who'd just 
as soon be at home in jeans and a sweat- 
shirt with an artist's brush instead of a 
cigar In his hand. 


"I think a lot of people who deal with 


me think I come off as a tough, hard-line 
businessman," said Ken Gill. "They'd 
probably be surprised to find out I'm In- 
terested In art." 


Knowing Gill, who has the reputation 


of usually getting what he wants from 
tight-fisted developers and politicians, It 
would be difficult to guess the sensitive 
tide of him that is reflected In many of 
his oil paintings. 


"You don't really havo much opportu- 


nity lo leave that Imago people have of 
you," ho sold. "They only soo you in that 
one way. I guess that's part of the price 
you pay for working In the public eye." 


GILL USUALLY gets to his worktable 


In his Mallard Lake apartment sometime 
after midnight. It comes after long days 
of being pulled in all directions by the 
people and problems of one of the largest 
school districts In the area. 


The worktable, covered with paints, 


brushes and other artist's materials, is a 
retreat from the dally grind, he says, a 
place where ho can really bo himself. 


"Wo all have our own private person," 


he said. "That's one thing I can do In the 
arts — deal with my private person." 


GUI first began painting and doing oth- 


er crafts about three years ago. He 
works In a variety of media, Including 
oil, acrylics, copper repose, 
ceramics 


and natural materials. 


GILL CRINGES at being called on art- 


ist and says he paints with mo.ro "stick- 
to-lllvcness" than anything else. His only 
training has been In painting and ceram- 
ics classes offered through the Wheeling 
Park District. 


"I'm no artist," ho laughs. "I don't 


havo any talent — I hove persistence 
and guts, that's all." 


As evidence of his persistence, GUI 


points to a painting he did of an old In- 
dian chief, working from a photograph 
Included In a Life magazine series. On 
vacation last summer In Door County, 
WIs., GUI began the pointing one evening 
about 5 and finished it at 8 the next 
morning. 


"I must have changed his face 25 or 30 


times before I got It right," he said. "By 
that time, I felt I knew the guy.

Parents seek busing 
to Stevenson elementary 


A group of parents of children attend- 


ing Stevenson School in Wheeling is ask- 
ing the district to bus students living in 
several nearby apartment complexes. 


A petition reportedly signed by nearly 


200 parents was submitted last week to 
Dlst. 21 Supt. Kenneth GUI. GUI was not 
available for comment yesterday and it 
is not known who organized the petition- 
ing effort. 


According to Bob Gerry, principal of 


Stevenson, most of the parents involved 
are residents of the Willow River, Willow 
Park Estates, Lochlomen and Orchard 
Park apartment complexes. The com- 
plexes are in the area of Milwaukee Ave- 
nue and Old Willow Road, about a mile 
from the school. 


The parents are upset, Gerry said, be- 


cause they feel the fact that there are no 
cement sidewalks most of the way to the 
school makes it unsafe for the children to 
walk. They also feel, Gerry said, that the 
distance Is too great. 


THE SCHOOL DISTRICT policy states 


that buses will be provided only for those 
children who live more than a mile and a 
half away from the building they attend. 
All of the children In the four apartment 
complexes, Gerry said, live within a mile 
of the school. 


Gerry feels the main problem stems 


from the fact that the Lochlomen and 
Willow River Estates complexes do not 
have Interior walkways, which forces the 
children to walk in the parking lots. Ger- 
ry said he met with the owners of the 
other complexes to try to persuade them 
to install walkways, but he had no suc- 
cess. 


At the school district's expense (which 


ran Into several thousand dollars, Gerry 
said), a system of gravel walkways has

Schoumburg's Byrne tries for NHL Penguins 
Ron pursues hockey dream

Ron Byrne of Schaumburg bought a 


one-way plane ticket to the Pittsburgh 
Penquins hockey tryout camp In Canada, 
but he's not worrying about getting back. 


Byrne, 23, left Saturday for the train- 


Ing camp In Bradford, Ont., near To- 
ronto, In search of Just about every Ca- 
nadian boy's dream — a chance to play 
to the National Hockey League. 


"You hove to go there with a positive 


attitude or else there is no point In go- 
ing," said Byrne, who played right wing 
last season for the one-year-old, semlpro 
Chicago Warriors. 


The young hockey enthusiast isn't 


thinking about what he will do if he is 
cut from the Pittsburgh team. He's look- 
Ing toward a career In playing against 
the best hockey players In the world. 


BYRNE, WHO was born In Sudbury, 


Ont., Canada, has been playing hockey 
since he was 5 yean old; since he could 
learn to lace his ice skates. 


"It's just about every Canadian's 


dream to play In the NHL," he said. 
"Just like In America kids want to play 
professional baseball or football." 


Byrne was the top scorer for the War- 


riors with 30 goals and 33 assists In the 
team's first year. He received a letter 
and telephone call from the Penguin's 
management inviting him to try out at 
the training camp. 


The Canadian also had been Invited to 


try out for two hockey teams from the 
controversial World Hockey Association. 
But Byrne preferred to try to break Into 
the established NHL. 


BYRNE ESTIMATED he will have to 


compete with about 75 other hopefuls. He 
added that about 22 would be kept — 
most playing with a farm team with fu- 
ture hopes of being called up, and the 
rest playing win the main team. 


Byrne took residency in the Chicago- 


land area after joining the Warriors. He 
moved in May to his Schaumburg home 
atiaioWakebyLn. 


But Byrne has been active in the 


Schaumburg Park District since winter. 
He assisted In the park district's hockey 
program and this summer was a mana- 
ger at Atcher Pool. 


He has been teaching at an area hockey 


school and then working out four hours a 
day. 


"I'm getting in shape," he said. "My 


weight Is down about right." 


BYRNE NOTED that his IBS pounds, 


which Is on a 5-feet 11-inch frame, is the 
same playing weight of hockey's premier 
dcfcnscman, Bobby Orr. 


Byrne did not pattern his play after 


any particular hockey player as Ameri- 
can youths often do with favorite base- 
ball stars. But, he has always wanted to 
play hockey with the Immortal Gordle 
Howe. 


He said the starting pay of a NHL 


hockey player Is about $20,000 a year. As 
semlpro, he earned about $200 a week for 
the season. 


The Warriors took first place In the 


southern division of the United States 
League. Byrne finished 10th In the league' 
In scoring. 


"We were lucky last year," he said. 


"We were one of the most popular fran- 
chises." 


ABOUT 6,000 persons attended the 


games at the Chicago Stadium. The War- 
riors usually traveled by plane, rather 
than the traditional travel of the semi- 
pros—buses. 


Byrne played minor league hockey, 


which he compared to America's little 
league baseball. From there, he went on 
to high school hockey and junior league 
hockey. 


Byrne went on a hockey scholarship to 


Lake Superior State College in Michigan. 
He graduated with a degree in history 
and sociology. 


"There will be certain 'goals' in mind 


during the camp," Byrne said. "I think 
I'm ready."
